KENG TUNG PEOPLE'S ARMY ATTACKS--Combat news: On 12 January, guerrilla forces from 
the People's Army raided and seized the military government's (Ka Tauk-Kan Pah) 
police station, located 5 miles from the town of Keng Tung. During the attack, 

l enemy soldier was killed, 9 were captured and 30 assorted weapons were seized. 

The captured weapons include 5 carbines, 2 M-16"s, 12 rifles, 3 Sten guns, 3 pistols, 
2 M1's, 2 Bren guas, and 1 signal pistol. Ammunition and other equipment was also 
seized. The nine prisoners of war were released in good condition on the battle- 
field. On the same day, troops sent as reinforcements following the attack on the 
(Ka Tauk-Kan Pha) were attacked by members of the People’s Army near (Kan Pha). The 
attack killed 10 and wounded 3 enemy soldiers. The mercenary forces fled in dis- 
array without picking up the corpses. Two G-3's, one carbine and two M-16"s were 
seized from the enemy. One defense volunteer, who was captured, was set free on

Thus 
a total of nearly 800 enemy soldiers was annihilated and 109 weapons, 3 telegraphic 
transceivers, considerable military equipment and a large amount of ammunition vere 
seized from the enemy.

"On 6, 7 and 9 January, guerrilla forces from the Kachin Independence Organization 
and the People's Army conducted mine attacks on the (Wawlun-Pinlon) road located 
northeast of Bhamo. The attacks killed two enemy soldiers and wounded two others 
from the military government's 2lst infantry regiment. On 6 and 15 January, similar 
mine attacks against the military government's 56th infantry regiment wounded two 
enemy soldiers.

In order to carry out the above-mentioned objectives, we would like to explain the 
actual tasks of the economic and cultural fields as follows: 

l. Promote agricultural production in order to increase the production of food in 
1982. At present, various activities of different sectors at the central level 
should be closely linked with those inthe provinces. Frequent visits must be paid 
to the districts and commumes to exhort the people to gather products, sell paddy 
to the state, catch and process fish, accelerate rice production in the dry season 
and make preparations for rice planting in the rainy season. 


In order to increase the quantity of rice produced in 1982, we must expand the 
arable area and increase yield. The provinces, districts, communes, villages and 
production solidarity groups must firmly grasp the conditions in areas where improve- 
ment is planned and must take appropriate measures to cope with the needs of each 
region. In launching a campaign to encourage the people to implement measures and 
technical methods aimed at raising the crop yield, particularly rice yield, the 
Ministry of Agriculture must select a number of provinces and districts as sites 
for model _experimentation centers. They key to success is to advise the people 

to select seeds, reserve seeds purchased by the state and maintain a locally- 
established rice stock, in particuiar short-term rice seeds, in preparation fcr the 
growing of early and 3-month rice so that food will be available in the rainy sea- 
son. It is necessary to further expand arable area, grow highland and floating 
rice, advise the people to build irrigation works and distribute cattle and buffa- 
loes to needy regions. 


As for the activities of production solidarity groups, there is a need to examine 
the demands and interests of the local people according to individual productive 
conditions. In order to encourage mutual cooperation and assistance, it is imper- 
ative not to use coercion. The establishment of production solidarity groups must 
be ensured, and their role must be expanded. Give rewards to those who display 
dynamism in work. Coordinate work with study in order to increase rice yield and 
draw experiences from the establishment of production solidarity groups. If the 
weather in 1982 is normal, efforts must be made to produce approximately 1.8 to 

1.9 million tons of crops, including 1.7 million tons of rice alone. Pay attention 
to the vigorous acceleration of production and the purchase of red corm for export. 
Encourage the people to increase production, in particular industrial crops such as 
hemp, cotton, tobacco, soy beans, green beans, peanuts and ginger and vegetables 
for consumption. 


On animal husbandry: interest the people in raising cattle, buffaloes, pigs, chick- 
ens and so on and in paying attention to preventive medicine. 


On rubber plantations: accelerate rubber exploitation, of which the growing area 
has been expanded to 14,000 hectares. Intensify the volume of rubber produced 
for export. 


On fisheries: This year [as heard] the results are not very encouraging, but we 
must make every effort to achieve a bigger haul than in 1981. Make timely prep- 
arations with regard to the organization and management of fish production and pro- 
cession by the end of 1982 and the beginning of 1983. It is necessary to produce 
more than 40,000 tons of salt to meet the people's needs. 











est exploitation: It is necessary to partition forest areas into zones in 
to encourage the people to take up timber industries and exploit forest-related 
ts and, at the same time, to strictly supervise forest conservation efforts. 

2. Further enlarge and promote the movement of goods, pnarticularly in the rural 
areas, in order to increase agricultural production. Further consolidate, expand 
and improve the role played by the state-run trading service in transactions and 


controlling free markets, and broaden the exchange of goods down to the rural regions 


to cope with the demands for production. Im particular, in various towns and pro- 
vincial capitals and, above all, Phnom Penh, the opening of a number of trading 
centers has become necessary. Attention should be paid to further improving the 
work of managing markets as a model and to building state-run trading posts in the 
districts. Recruit, train and expand the ranks of cadres in the trading service. 
Rectify the management work of the trading sector and order the purchase of a number 
of additional farm products. Concurrently, sell the people necessary goods such 

as cloth, salt, kerosene, farm tools and household goods. Pay attention to man- 
aging goods and keeping a stock of goods in reserve. In broadening the movement 

of goods it is imperative to have a policy and organizational work which facilitates 
the utilization of the peasants" farm products. Encourage the peasants to sell 
agricultural products to the state reserve for them the right to freely use their 
own products, and accord them a necessary selling period. 


Assistance should be given to production solidarity groups and to the collegial 
trading groups of each village, which have direct relations with state-run trading 
posts in the district, to sell agricultural products and purchase industrial goods 
in order to distribute them to the peasants. 


As for the petty traders who go down to the communes and villages to purchase agri- 
cultural products from and sell goods to peasants, the state-run trading posts in 
the district must give them advice and use their service without forgetting to pro- 
vide appropriate benefits in order to complement the activities of the state-run 
trading service and collegial trading organs. 


It is necessary to intensify commercial relations along the Kampuchea-Vietnam bor- 
der and in sister provinces on the basis of the spirit of solidarity, mutual assis- 
tance and reciprocal benefit. At the sama time, appropriate policies should be 
laid down to enable the people in various villages on both sides of the border to 
cross it and conduct transactions in the authorized areas.

POL POT SAID TO HAVE FACED REPEATED ATTEMPTS ON LIFE

[Text] Bangkok, 15 Feb KYODO--Pol Pot, the ousted Khmer Rouge party chief of Kam- 
puchea, faced repeated assassination attempts during his rule between April 1975 
and January 1979, according to documents recently obtained by KYODO NEWS SERVICE. 


Anti-Pol Pot elements also attempted to grab power in the regime's final days, 
taking advantage of confusion caused by increasing Vietnamese attacks in eastern 
areas of Kampuchea in 1978, the documents revealed. 


The fierce power struggle involved Pol Pot and Deputy Premier in charge of foreign 
affairs Ieng Sary on the one side and the rival group led by Son Sen, deputy pre- 
mier in charge of economic affairs, on the other side. 


The documents obtained by KYODO were confessions signed by anti-Pol Pot political 
prisoners found later in a Phnom Penh prison where the Pol Pot regime had confined 
or killed many opponents of the regime. 


After the 1979 takeover by the Vietnamese-backed Heng Samrin regime the Pol Pot 
regime (or Democratic Kampuchea) escaped to border areas where its guerrillas 
continue fighting. 


But, Pol Pot was fired as premier of the ousted regime in December 1980, handing 
over the leadership to Khieu Samphan. 


The confessions included those by Deputy Premier Von Veth and front-line commanding 
officers then guarding the Kampuchean capital. 


According to the documents, the group started making attempts on the life of Pol Pot 
and efforts to topple the leadership around 1976. But their repeated plots all 
failed. 


Deputy Premier Von Vet was arrested and executed by the Pol Pot leadership at some 
time between the summer and the latterperiod of 1978. 


Deputy Premier Son Sen, described by the documents as a string-puller of the assass- 


ination plots and other anti-Pol Pot subversive activites, fled later to the border 
areas together with Pol Pot. 
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Son Sen stil? retains the post of deputy premier in charge of defense within the 
ousted regime, commanding the guerrilla fighting against the Vietnamese and the 
present Phnom Penh government army. 


Thus, it is still not clear now how far Son Sen had been involved in the anti-Pol 
Pot attempts as claimed by the confessions. 


But, after his visit to China in August 1978, Son Sen had been reportedly facing a 
Strong suspicion from the leadership He was later demoted from the post of full 
Politburo member to that of alternate member, and when the Vietnamese Army began 
full-scale attacks on Kampuchea in late 1978, he might have been on the brink of 
arrest, analysts here speculate. 


If the documents are true, it is ironic that Pol Pot could not have obtained the 
confessions because of confusion in the wake of the Vietnamese lightning takeover 
of Phnom Penh and his rapid flight from the capital, the analysts said. 


Some of the alleged anti-Pol Pot attempts claimed by the confessions are as follows: 


--A few days before Premier Pol Pot's visit to China in September 1977, a group 
planned to assassinate him at a Phnom Penh celebration rally. But they failed 
because Pol Pot failed to appear. 


--Another assassination plot was made when Pol Pot attended a reception at the 
Chinese Embassy in Phnom Penh in May 1977. This attempt also failed as Pol Pot 
was driven through a different street from that anticipated by the plotters. 
Deputy Premier Von Veth was involved in this plot. 


--In January 1978, an anti-Pol Pot group planned to take over the capital city or 
plunge the city into confusion by taking advantage of the intensifying Vietnamese 
attack up to the east banks of the Mekong River. This plot was abortive because 
a front-line plot commander was arrested in July 1978. 


--After a massive arrest of anti-Pol Pot elements in mid-1978, opponents to Premier 
Pol Pot had a secret meeting to rebuild the anti-Pol Pot organizations and destroy 
the Pol Pot-led Communist Partv. 


--Deputy Premier Vong Veth himself attended the meeting and among other participants 
were Cheng An, then chairman of the regime's industrial commission, and Ny Kan, 
then chief of protocol of the Foreign Ministry. 


--A week after the meeting, Ny Kan told the plot colleagues that the order for the 
anti-Pol Pot schemes came from a high ranking official, the spelling of whose nate 
is not available. (Some analysts speculate that this mysterious ranking official 
might be Deputy Premier Son Sen's wife who then served as minister of education, 
culture and propaganda of the ousted Pol Pot regime). 


--Ny Kan said the mysterious official had been instructed in the matter by Son Sen 
and Van Rith, then chairman of the commerce commission. 


--At a plotters’ meeting on December 1, 1978, Ny Kan said they would start assassin- 
ating ranking leadership officials from January 1979.

[Text] Private, State Trade Relationship 

Domestic Trade and Establishment of Stores 

After the liberation of the whole country the new governing authority mobil- 
ized the people to abolish all remaining traces of capitalist trade and con- 
tinue to obliterate it completely, along with building a new socialist trade 


in its place, aiming at making trade a factor encouraging production and in- 
proving the living conditions of all the people. 





Before all else the government had a program to open state stores and creat- 
ing an agent system of the state stores which bought and sold products serv- 
ing the workers. The state stores guaranteed the distribution of production 
requisites to the people and bought the goods that they produced. Every type 
of product had a price set on the basis of the economy, by taking samples in 
the rural areas, whether in the lowlands or the mountains. The state helped 
all the farmers to establish people's collective stores, located in offices 
and organizations, ministries, or agricultural settlement stations. The 
State advised them on setting up their own cooperatives. 


Type of stores: According to the government's program, domestic trade had 
state cadre as supervisors and administrators. In the local areas where the 
State does not yet have the conditions for opening stores at that time, the 
state sought a way for the people to establish collective stores. 


To serve their rural sector according to the direction of the party and the 
government, with regard to the private entrepreneur, the state established 
a state-private enterprise under the control of the state. The state gave 
support to these small merchants by making them agents of the state stores. 
For those in subsistence livelihoods the government had a policy of having 
them establish and participate in production. 
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In the central stores the party and government quickly expanded enterprise 
trade to buy goods and in return provide necessities for the local stores. 


To build the central and local economy equitably in every province they es- 
tablished trade enterprises, industrial and agricultural, to function in 
retail and wholesale sales for some types of local products. In each dis- 
trict they set up state enterprise stores to buy agricultural products and 
supply the necessary materials for livelihood, such as cloth, milk, sugar, 
soap powder, along with farming tools, hoes, axes, machetes, plowshares, and 
other things. The district steres supply products to the local people's 
collective stores. To build a socialist economy the party and government 
have divided the stores into two groups, the state economy and the people's 
collective economy. 


Necessary Goods 


In order to promote production and support the people's living standards, the 
State trade sector has provided the service of selling consumer goods and 
necessary items such as milk, sugar, rice, salt, cloth, hoes, shovels, 
machetes, plowshares, sickles and others. The consumer goods sold by the 
State stores all have absolutely rational prices. It can almost be said that 
the prices are uniform nationwide. The state store network is constantly in- 
creasing and the distribution has created the conditions among the multi- 
ethnic working people such that their lives have become more normal. Aside 
from the above-mentioned sales of necessary goods, the state stores also 
receive for exchange and purchase other agricultural and forest products 

such as corn, tea, coffee, tobacco, opium, cardamom, sticklac, benzoin, 
pangolin scales, tiger bones, resin, etc. This is so as to promote vigorous 
production among the people. The trade system of the new regime has met the 
needs of the livelihoods «f the multi-ethnic people and has also served to 
circumvent the opportunism of the middleman merchants. 


Important Trade Towns 


Vientiane is the capital of the country as well as an important trade center 
because of its standard-meeting port that serves Tha Na Leng-Nongkhai Prov- 
ince Thailand. Aside from that, there is also a modern airport that serves 
international flights. Under the old regime, Vientiane was a gathering place 
for foreign capitalists, grubbing for profits. Nearly all of the trade 
activity was in the hands of the foreign capitalists and their profits were 
stashed in foreign banks or branches of foreign banks in Laos. There were 

no capitalists who wer, avesting to build our country. If there were, they 
were small-scale and they were only seeking to enrich themselves. 


Thakhek District is another city that has a port that deals with Nakhon 
Phanom. This port exists solely to transport the lead mined in Nong Seun 
and from Phon Tiou as well as logs, sending these materials for export. 


Savannakhet is another city in the south with a fairly large role in trade, 
because at has a port that links it with Mukdahan, Thailand. 
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Pakse, Champassak Province: Pakse is a trade center that is linked by road 
through Meuang Kao to Ubon Province, Thailand and through Mounlapamok Dis- 
trict to Kampuchea which passes through the tax checkpoint at Ban Khinak. 


Houai Sai District is another town in the north which has trade links with 
Chieng Khong District, Chieng Rai Province, Thailand.

Nevertheless, the people in various rural areas on the 
four borders with foreign countries, especially along the Mekong River, 

since ancient times have had contact and traded together, but they must get 
permission from the government organization and must follow government regu- 
lations. Certain types of exports have ween sold without passing through the 
trade center, but there was an agreement between the provinces that share the 
border. For example, the Savannakhet Province Trade Service signed 2 con- 
tract to seli timber to Thailand through the Savannakhet-Mukdahan ports. Be- 
sides, other provinces bordering on neighboring countries have mutual trade 
relations in this manner, because transportation from the local area to the 
central area is very difficult. Therefore, the provincial trade service con- 
ducts foreign trade itself under the guidance of the central echelon economy. 


Before liberation, foreign trade had fallen into the hands of foreign capi- 
talist feudalistic groups with absolute power holding partnerships for 

import and export. They imported products at will. Domestic products were 
crushed by the ready-made goods and the prices of the former fell. So the 
balance of trade between imports and exports was upset. Imports formerly 
were 90 percent. On the contrary, exports were only 8 percent. Of these, 

54 percent was lead, 37 percent timber, 3 percent green coffee, and 3.6 per- 
cent dried hides. Imports were fuel oil, finished products, textiles, machin- 
ery, and miscellaneous goods. We can note that most of the exports were raw 
material and most of the imports finished goods. In such an atmosphere one 
effect was that of the nation being an economic colony. The economic situa- 
tion day by day grew worse. The Vientiane kip dropped in value. The prices 
of goods rose daily. The living conditions of the cadre, workers, and people 
were severely impoverished because the system of trade defrauded them, with 
the officials in complicity with the foreign capitalists. 


After the liberation of the nation the enemy tried to destroy che economy by 
shutting off imports. Nevertheless, with high resolve the people endured the 
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ditficulties because of substantial aid from all the socialist countries. 
This allowed the trade system in our new regime to expand daily. The 
capitalists went bankrupt and were eliminated completely little by little. 
Although Laos had no outlet to the sea, Vietnam, which borders on eastern 
Laos, opened a road and transported some necessities to relieve the living 
conditions of the Lao people. This destroyed the enemy's plan to stifle our 
national economy.

[Text] Import, Export Policy Noted 


Most of the imports are fuel oil, finished goods, the means of production, 
necessities in consumer goods such as milk, sugar, cloth, cement, tractors, 
and other things. After the new regime was established, the party and gov- 
ernment prohibited the import and sale of luxury items like cosmetics. toys, 
and various foreign drinks. At the same time they had a program to buy pro- 
ducts that served the life of the people and those that were tools of produc- 
tion, bulldozers, tractors, trucks, machinery, and raw materials to supply 
factories so they could return to normal operations. 


Exports 


Most of the exports are raw materials, for example, lead, timber, coffee, 
cardamom, sticklac, tenzoin, opium, and other agricultural products. The 
reason our nation must export raw materials and import finished products from 
abroad is that we do not yet have processing factories. This is the grievous, 
unavoidable result for nations that become colonies of the imperiaYrfrsts in the 
past. In those times our nation was ruled by the imperialists and we were 
oppressed and kept from developing the national economy. 


Trade Imbalance 


The trade imbalance is the result of our colonial status under foreign imper- 
ialists in the past. They are trying to suppress the development of our 
national economy, making the economic basis of our nation that of a colony. 
Formerly, in the trade agreements between nations that have contiguous bor- 
ders, some people exploited the situation in the past, that imports and ex- 
ports had to pass through the port of Bangkok in Thailand. 


Transportation of goods through Thailand made enormous wealth for the Ex- 
press Transportation Organization [ETO] of the Thai capitalists. For exam- 
ple, the transportation of finished products received by ETO trucks, from 
the Klong Toei port in Bangkok to Na Leng port in Vientiane, costs more than 
the various shipping charges from San Francisco, USA, to Bangkok. 


ihe second reason for the trade imbalance is that the nation has no access 
to the sea. Transportation is lacking. Roads are not yet serviceable. So 
there is great difficulty in moving goods out of thenation. Exports and im- 
ports in the past had to pass through Thailand as tne only route. Now Laos 
is politically independent. The neighboriug nations, Vietnam and Kampuchea, 
are sympathetic and have opened routes to the sea for us to facilitate com- 
munications with foreign nations.

Industry 


Industry is most important for the national economic development. There- 
fore, in the past our nation built up its industry. 


Hydroelectric power 


The waterways inour country flow through mountains. So they have many 

rapids and waterfalls. This power is suitable for the installation of hydro- 
power dams. The construction of dams requires a tremendous investment. If 
we use all the water power within the country to run the turbines, we can 
produce 366,295 billion kilowatt/hours of electricity. 


The Khon Li Pi Falls are larger than any in Southeast Asia. But in the past 
because of imperialist aggression we had no opportunity to do much construc- 
tion. So there was construction only in certain locations: the Nam Ngeum 

Dam (Vientiane), Nam Dong Dam (Luang Prabang), Selabam Dam (Champassak). 

They were small dams to impound water for use in irrigation for cultivated 
areas and the electricity was for small factories. 


Nam Ngeum Dam is the largest in our country and is up to world standards. 
This dam was begun in 1967 and completed in 1971. It produces 230 billion 
kw/h per year and began production in 1972. In the first phase there were 
only two turbines, each capable of generating 15,000 kw/h, a total of 30,000 
kw/h. Im 1975 they started the second phase, two additional turbines of 
40,000 kw/h each. The total for both phases was 110,000 kw/h. The second 
phase construction plan was completed in 1978. Production capacity was 950 
billion kw/h annually. The electricity produced at Nam Ngeum Dam earned 
very large revenues in foreign exchange for Laos, because the capital of 
Vientiane used only 63 billion kw/h.

The remainder was sold to foreign countries. The nam Ngeum Dam besides 
generating a large amount of electricity, provided a locale for piscicul- 
ture. In the future the lake will be used for irrigation of the whole 
Vientiane Plain. 


Selabam Dam has three turbines of 2,550 kw/h each, a total of 7,650 kw/h. 
It supplies sufficient electricity for the residents of Pakse City. 


Nam Dong Dam, Luang Prabang, has three turbines of 400 kw/h each, a total 
of 1,200 kw/h. This dam supplies electricity for Luang Prabang City. 


Besides these three dams cited above, there are small dams scattered in many 
places. For example, Houa Phan Province has the Sop Long Dam of 20 kw/h, 

Na Meo Dam of 100 kw/h, Sam Tai Dam with two generators of 60 kw/h each, 
Phong Saly Dam with one generator of 20 kw/h and Huai Champi Dam, Paksong 
District of 50 kw/h. Most of these dams serve factories for textiles, iron 
works, repair shops for machinery and vehicles, as well as providing irriga- 
tion to fields. 


Mining Industry 


Our nation has many kinds of resources, which have a potential value but have 
not yet been exploited because of a long status as an imperialist colony 
until liberation in 1975. So the mines the colonials worked were for the 
profit of their own country. Phon Tiou and Nong Seun lead mines are located 
on the Pathen River about 70 km east of Thakhek City. These mines bring in 

a large revenue. In 1972 they produced 1,500 tons, with a revenue equal to 
half of the exports (that revenue fell into the hands of the alien capital- 
ists). The lead mined there after it was smelted was shipped to Singapore 
through the port of the Khek-Nakhon Phanom (Thailand). These mines are still 
in operation. 


Salt Mines 


The nation has two kinds of salt; salt mines and salt fields, in many loca- 
tions: Ben Khamphok (Attopeu), Ban Bang Kom (Khammouan), Ban Bo-Ban Keun 
(Vientiane), and in Savannakhet. The main salt mines are Ban Bo-Ban Keut, 
Thoulakhom District (Vientiane Province), and can produce 10 tons of salt 

a day. Formerly processing the salt was in the hands of the capitalists. 

The workers were only hired labor. After liberation the revolutionary admin- 
istrative authority in Thoulakhom District organized a salt cooperative, 
renewed the operation, expanded the work at Ban Bo-Ban Keut Mine, and built 

a new distillation base at Khok Sa-at, besides promoting developme:. 
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[Excerpt] Coal, Light Industry 


The right of ownership for the workers made them the real masters of 
the salt mines. So the salt production in Vientiane Province more than 
doubled from 3,000 tons to 7,000 tons per year. There is the potential to 
raise it to 14 or 15 thousand tons annually. The evaporation process for 
salt is widespread and is more prevalent in Savannakhet Province. 


Coai Mines 


In Ban Don, Vang Viang District, Vientiane Province they tried mining coal 
to use for fuel. This experiment had good results. It is preferred by the 
people in Vientiane Province. Later they had a definite plan to operate the 
mine. In addition, there are plans to exploit the coal mines in Phong Saly 
Province and Xieng Khouang Province later. 


We now have made plans to build cement factories, brick tile factories in 
the vicinity of large cities such as Vientiane, Luang Prabang, and Savanna- 
khet. 


Light Industry 


Textile factories were built in many places. Houa Phan Province has two; 
Phong Saly Province has one; Oudomsai has one; Xieng Khouang, one; Vientiane, 
two. In these factories most of the workers are women. There are a few men, 
who are electricians and machine repairmen. Besides textile factories there 
are rice mills, saw mills, brick and tile factories, clothing factoriés, 
machine factories, and medicinal drug factories, which are in every province. 
In the vicinity of Vientiane City there are plywood factories, breweries, 
candle and match factories, soft drink factories, pipe factories, sandal fac- 
tories, fish sauce factories, cake and rice bread bakeries. In the past 3 
years the party and state have had a policy of building a number of factories. 
We are determined to supervise the factories. In transformation of private 
capitalist industry, we have reorganized controls, such as setting up and 
improving workers’ organizations in state factories and private sector fac- 
tories, to raise the status and role of workers in the factories, along with 
training and raising the level of awareness of love of socialism and patrio- 
tism, as well as culture and technical skills much higher than before, pro- 
mote workers’ rights of collective mastery, improve their material and 
spiritual well being.

[Excerpt] 3. Natural Conditions That Facilitate Industrial Expansion in Our 
Country 


As far as industrial expansion is concerned, first of all we have to consider 
the energy to be used in factories. Im our country there are a great many 
energy sources for use in industrial factories, such as energy from hydro- 
electric sources and energy from oil shale. 


Because of the many rivers in our country, including rivers that have rapids, in 
the rainy season the amount of water is high and the current is strong, which 
facilitates hydroelectric production. But in the past only a small amount of 
energy from hydroelectric sources was used in industrial factories. Most of it 
was used only in electrification of the cities. According to an estimate made 
by an electrical engineer, in the year 1980 most of the hydroelectric power from 
the Nam Ngeum dam would be used in industrial factories. 


Our country has many coal mines. Energy from this coal will help best in cast- 
ing iron ore; e.g., the coal mine in Latbouak, Xieng Khoueng Province, is near 
an iron mine. Also, there are some mines in Phong Saly Province and Vientiane. 


Besides the energy from hydroelectric sources and coal, our counti~ has oil de- 
posits. Oil is necessary as a raw material and is indispensable for industrial 
factories. According to a survey of the Mekong Development Organization Commit- 
tee, Laos has deposits in Sepon District and Phong Saly. In the [near] future 
we will be able to extract it for use in decreasing the foreign exchange for 
fuel oil. 


Besides these energy sources, our country has many more different resources. For 
example, metal sources used as raw materials for industrial factories. There are 
almost all kinds of metal sources. The ore that has been mined has not yet been 
used in factories, but instead has been exported to foreign countries. Lead from 
the Phon Tiou mine and Nong Seun mine of Kahmmouan Province, after being panned 
and graded, would all be exported to Singapore via Thakhek District to Nakhon 
Phanom. 
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Government Projects Concerning Industrial Work 


Based on the policyof building up the nation and advancing to socialism set by 

the National Congress of Representatives and based cn the actual situation of 

our country at the present time, the government of the Lao People’s Democratic 
Republic has planned an industrial expansion policy, as follows:

PHON TIOU LEAD MINING, SOVIET ASSISTANCE DESCRIBED

[Text] The Earth Science and Mines Department is the most important department 
of the Ministry of Industry and Trade, and for the expansion of the nation's in- 
dustry today and in the future. 


Before the liberation this department was called the Bureau of Mines, which was 
only a screen for the French and American imperialists. One of the obedient 
lackeys was Boun-Oum Na Champassak, who had complete contro) over removing our 
Lao resources with no regard for what the people who own the nation might think. 
Not only that, but he forced the Lao people to do the mining return for low 
wages which were out of proportion to his gigantic personal income from it.

In the Nam Pathen basin there are alto- 
gether three locations for lead production, the Phon Tiou mine, the Bo Neng mine, 
and the Nong Seun mine. These produce a large quantity of good quality lead. 


After the nation was completely liberated, the whole area of 236,800 square km 
fell into the hands of the Lao people. Only the Lao people who are the owners 

of the country have the right to continue unearthing its natural resources in 
order to improve and build up thenation. The Bureau of Mines was changed to the 
Earth Science and Mines Department, which is the real representative of the Lao 
people. At the present time the old sites have been reopened for production, 
especially the lead mines in Phon Tiou, Bo Neng, and Nong Seun. Moreover, expan- 
sion was carried out by setting up a project to survey for many different kinds 
of minerals all over the country, in particular, the “Lead Mine Survey at Nam 
Pathen.” 


The mines at Phon Tiou, Bo Neng, and Nong Seun are factories that excavate and 
produce lead. The purpose of the lead survey project at Nam Pathen is to look 
for different sources of lead in large amounts and good quality to supply these 
three factories. The Nam Pathen basin is rich with only high quality lead. The 
shape of this basir is like a frying pan 30 km in diameter. The total area is 
706,50 square km [as published].

Because of the correct leadership in this situation and the clear vision of the 
Party and the government, the workers who are the owners of the factories all 
help to build up their own factories in order to increase production day by day. 
with the actual gratuitous material and moral support from socialist countries, 
machines for excavating, producing and surveying, were set up making the pro- 
ducti high in terms of quality and quantity, with very gratifying results in 
the survey. One Soviet earth science expert said excitedly that “the soil in 
the Pathen basin is full of lead hundreds of meters deep in the ground and peo- 
ple of many generations will still be able to mine it.” Indeed, today wherever 
you dig in the soil and wash it off, it will leave some lead, and in some places 
it can be seen as sticks and chunks.

(Text) ll. Saravane Province. There are five routes. Route No 23 from the 
three-way intersection at Don Khouang to Se Pa-em is 59 km. Route No 288 from 
downtown Saravane District passes Ta-oi District to the border of Savannakhet 
Province. Old route No 13 from Khong Sedone passing Saravane to Hovei Sai Vil- 
lage of Champassak Province is 125 km. Route No 20 from Beng Village to Nong 
Boua Village is 32 km. Route No 16 from the Tha Teng to Se Namnoi is 80 kn. 
The total distance for roads in Saravane Province is 414 kn. 


12. Champassak Province. There are nine routes. The route to Pak Song is 42 
km. Route No 20 from the route to Pak Song to Nong Boua Village is 40 kn. 

Route No 10 from Muang Kao passing Champassak to the Thai border is 39 kn.

Besides this, there are systems of canton routes and special routes which serve 
political, economic, and cultural purposes within cantons, districts, or other 
branches. For example, routes from districts to cantons, from cantons to vil- 
lages or settlements, etc. 
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Riverine and Air Links

l. Riverine Communications 


In Laos there are many riverine systems. The Mekong River flows from north to 
south and its branches are scattered over all areas connecting the mountain re- 
gion tothe flatland region. This has become a rather good riverine communica- 
tions system. However, communication this way is still limited. Even though 
only rivers can be used as a way to get places, and to load goods on large 
motorboats, boats, and rafts, some sections contain rapids and islands. In the 
rainy season the current is strong. The water is low in the dry season, and 
there is only a little water left which causes trouble for navigation. In some 
places vessels cannot get through. Therefore, the riverine communications do not 
meet the needs regularly, especially the Mekong River and its branches in the 
northern region. 


A. Navigation Along the Mekong River 


The Mekong River has been compared as the main artery of the nation. It has a 
very important rvle in riverine communications. However, boat passage up and 
down the river is limited because the Mekong current is not stable, and also be- 
cause there are many rapids and cascades in the northern region from Houei Sai 
District of Louang Nam Tha Province to Sanakham District oi Vientiane Province. 
The Mekong River flows through mountainous areas. In some places the width is 
only 300-600 m. Some places are as deep as 30 m, and the current is very strong. 
Also, there are many rapids, for example, the Khang rapids, Payang rapids, 
Mouthok rapids, Lev rapids, Lai rapids, Mai rapids, Fa rapids, and Chan rapids. 
The outstanding one is Louang rapids which is considered to be the biggest in the 
northern region. It is the most difficult section for motorboats to pass. It 

is necessary to move goods by land, tie a rope to the boat, and pull it. The 
means of transportation in this region is only by cutter, row boat, or raft, 

with motors less than 12 hp. The large motorboats going from Luang Prabang to 
Houvei Sai cannot carry more than 50-75 tons. 


[7 Dec 81 p 3] 


[Text] When the river reaches Sanakham District it begins to get wider (900 m). 
From Sanakham District to Savannakhet there are only a few small rapids, e.g., 
the Ahom rapids, the Ahoi rapids, the Sadok rapids, and Kabao rapids. There- 
fore, large motorboats that carry 50-1006 ioas are able to go back and forth 
between Vientiane and Savannakhet easily. However, from Savannakhet to Khon 
rapids the Mekhong River is narrower because it flows past an open space with 
stones and the Khemmalat rapids, which are long and unnavigable. 


When it gets to Pakse District the Mekong River begins to become wider (1,500 m) 
and flows more slowly until it reaches Khonphapheng. A large motorboat can navi- 
gate easily from Pakse to Pak Sebanghiang. Also, the Mekong River is used as a 
way to navigate back and forth from the north to the south, and it is also used 
as a way to cross into neighboring countries by barge. 


We can conclude that riverine communications is confronted with some difficulties. 
In order to lessen these difficulties, the Irrigation and Navigation Department 
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with the help of the Mekong Development Organization dynamited many rapids to 
open and expand the main bed of the river to facilitate navigation. Meanwhile, 
they had put up warning signposts at many rapids. They also built many ports, 
e.g., at Houei Sai, Luang Prabang, Tha Deua (Sayaboury Province), km 4 (Vien- 
tiane Province), Thakhek, the port of Savannakhet, and many others. 


B. Navigation Along the Mekong's Tributaries 


In the northern region the Mekong's tributaries are the Nam Tha, Nam Beng, Nam 
Ou, Nam Seuang, Nam Sam, Nam Neun, and Nam Khan. Navigation along these tribu- 
taries is very troublesome. Sometimes a boat needs to be dragged around the 
rapids. In some places goods and boats must be moved on land beyond the rapids, 
where they can then continue. The means of transportation that are mostly used 
are boats, rafts, or small motorboats. In the central and southern regions there 
are only the Nam Ngeum, Nam San, Nam Kading, Se Banghiang, Se Bangfai, Sedone, 
and Se Kong tributaries. Navigability along these tributaries is rather good 
because the current is not too strong, and it flows past many flatlands. 


2. Air Communications 


Air communications have an important role because they provide speed and prompt- 
ness better than other means of communication. However, the cost of travel and 
many merchandise fees are very expensive. Yet, this means of communication has 
expanded faster than others in Laos. There are airports in almost all provinces, 
in particular, in many big cities, such as Vientiane, Luang Prabang, Pakse, 
Savannakhet, Sam Neua, and Phon Savane. The most outstanding of all is Wattai 
Airport in Vientiane, which is considered an international airport where the 
TU-154 jet is able to take off and land easily.

2. Air Links Communications 


[Excerpt] This airport not only has a 5,000 m runway but also a flight control 
tower equipped with a modern automatic system. There are beautiful and up to 
standard passenger waiting areas as well. The expansion of Wattai Airport into 
an international airport was completed in the beginning of 1975 and has opened 
up more international air links, for example, to Bangkok, Phnom Penh, Hanoi, 

Ho Chi Minh City, and Hong Kong. There are plans to expand it to many more 
areas. It is convenient for large airplanes of international airlines to stop 
in and transport passengers and merchandise, such as Aeroflot Airlines, Thai 
Airways, and Vietnam Airlines. The planes of our allies that carry supplies to 
aid Laos also use this airport. Besides this, we also have airports for small 
airplanes in almost all cities, for example, Sam Neva, Xieng Khouang, Houei Sai, 
Sayaboury, Luang Prabang, Seno, and others, of which Wattai Airport is the center 
of all. 


We can see that our country has fairly convenient domestic and international air 
links. After Lao Airlines was set up by transferring the right of ownership from 
the privately-held aviation company to the government directly under the Air 
Force general headquarters, the flight links within the country and the inter- 
national air links became even more convenient.

But 
it is only natural that he 
should want and wait for 
an atmosphere in which 
the transfer would be con- 
ducive to national inte- 
rests.

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POSSIBILITY OF POLITICAL ACCORD DISCUSSED

[Text] The amir of the defunct political party Jama'at-e Islami (JI), Mian Tufail 
Mohammad, and his deputy, Prof Ghafur Ahmad, in separate statements in Lahore and 
Gujranwala analyzing the present conditions in the country addressed Pakistani 
rulers and political circles and appraised them of the delicate situation that 
exists today. They also pointed to the pressing demands of the hour. From these 
two statements one can glean the policy of that defunct political party. 


There is an element in the country which has penetrated various political parties 

and especially the ranks of the Movement for Restoration of Democracy (MRD). This 
element is striving for unity for disruption instead of wiity for democracy. It 

cares about neither conditions that exist in the country today nor about preserving 
the interests of the country. Mad adventurism has captured their total consciousness, 
and that is their sole political capital. Their only interest is that even if there 
is no clearcut unity, all should agree on one point: toppling the present govern- 
ment through a mass agitation movement. Whenever and wherever any obstacle appears 

in the way of this objective, they resort to accusations and mudslinging. This 
attitude was demonstrated by the elders of the MRD at a recent press conference in 
Karachi when they accused Maulana Shah Ahmad Noorani [chief of Jamiatul-Ulema-i- 
Pakistan] and Pir Sahib Pagaro [chief of Pakistan Muslim League Party, Pagaro Faction] 
of favoring the martial law regime. They announced that unity [of all political 
parties] had become impossible. The spokesman of the same element was the very 

green politican Nafis Ahmad Sidiqi, of the Tehrike-i Istiqlal, who accused the JI 

of serving the martial law regime and then left for London in a huff. 


Pointing out this element, Mian Tufail Mohammad said that the USSR and its agents, 
im order to sabotage the activities of the Muslim Afghan Mujahidin in Afghanistan, 
want to spark disruption and disorder within Pakistan by starting mass agitation. 
This would help disrupt Pakistan's foreign policy and deprive the Afghan Mujahidin 
of the moral and diplomatic support they are getting from Pakistan. Mian Tufail 
Mohammad said clearly that it was not at all difficult to remove the present re- 
gime. “I can say with full confidence that we can deprive the present regime of 
power within a matter of 15 days," he said. “But who would benefit from such a 
removal?" he asked. 
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Can this regime be replaced by democracy in place of the martial law through the 
said agitation? Mian Tufail Ahmad said, "We can deal with our own army regime any 
time. But if by reaping benefits from our agitation the USSR or India impose another 
Sabrak Karmal on our heads, it would be really difficult to deal with that kind of 
Situation.” Therefore, he said, "I clearly oppose such agitation and we will not 
join it. Moreover, we will oppose such agitation,” he said. 

T) nh his statement Mian Tufail Ahmad also made it clear that he in fact was 
supporting Pakistan's present foreign policy but was opposed to some internal poli- 
cies of the present regime. 


What are these internal policies to whih JI is opposed? This was made clear by 
Prof Ghafur Ahmad in his statement referred to above. The policies of the present 
government to prolong the undemocratic role of its regime will further aggravate 

the already delicece situation in the country. The people do not feel that they 
have a role in governing of the coumtry. The bureaucracy has become autocra ‘ic 

in the shadow of the martial law regime and has become intolerable. Bureaucratic 
thinking is creating new problems in politics and the economy. However, the govern- 
ment is oblivious to its doings and, under the advice of these know-it-alls, con- 
tinues to build and continues the dangerous experiment of the Shura. Efforts are 
also being made to slight the politicans who in fact will finally run the country. 
These conditions are, unfortunately, mak'se ditions ripe for such agitation, 
which is ill advised. Agitation, given -ircumstances in the country at present, 
is no solution. This party (JI), Prof Ghafur Ahmad said, will oppose the idea of 
agitation because, if agitation starts in the existing conditions, it would mean 

a civil war and would bring another martial law. This is the background which 
caused Prof Ghafur Ahmad to say that the government has misunderstood the conditions 
within the country. The present regime cannot stand the glow of an unusual event. 
Pointing to the widening gulf of mistrust, he said that the people had become 

wise through the experience of the past 5 years, that the simple armymen were truth- 
ful and would keep their promises. He was referring [facetiously] to the original 
promise of elections within 90 days which the regime had made. 


What Prof Ghafur Ahmad said is correct. The present conditions are very uncertain, 
and the circle resisting the transfer of power to civilian rule is regrouping. it 
is the adventurous group which wants to create conditions in which some kind of 
Babrak Karmal could be imposed on Pakistan. Mian Tufail Mohammad and Prof Ghafur 
Ahmad both assessed the threat correctly. It is hoped that both ruling and poli- 
tical circles take notice of what both politicians have said.

SOVIET COMMENTS ON U.S., CHINESE INFLUENCE IN PAKISTAN

[Text] Since the revolution in Afghanistan, overthrow of the Shah's regime in 
Iran and collapse of the CENTO bloc, the role of Pakistan in U.S. and Chinese 
strategic plans, especially those pertaining to Southwest Asia and the Indian 
Ocean, has increased substantially. In the estimate of foreign experts, its 
significance is determined by a number of factors, particularly its advantageous 
geographic position: its proximity to the oil-rich Persian Gulf and a common 
border with Afghanistan, India, and Iran. 


The main objective of the U.S. imperialists and their Beijing accomplices is to 
transform Pakistan into a bridgehead for the conduct of aggressive actions against 
the Democratic Republic of Afghanistan and India and for monitoring the situation 
in Iran, as well as to use its territory as a transloading base for U.S. “rapid 
deployment forces" and to impose upon it the role of policeman which the Shah 
regime previously performed in this region. 


Involvement of this country in Sino-American expansionist plans, which are a 
component part of overall measures aimed at undermining international detente is 
being carried out in several areas, The most important at the present stage, 
judging from reports in the foreign press, is the strengthening of Pakistan as 
a U.S. and Chinese bridgehead for conduct of an undeclared war against the 
Democratic Republic of Afghanistan, 


Pakistan has become an area of partnership between Washington and Beijing, in 
particular in connection with stepped-up political support and military assistance 
by both countries to the Afghan rebels, who have set up shop on Pakistani terri- 
tory in the guise of "refugees" and who enjoy the protection of the Zia-ul-Haq 
regime, There are presently approximately 80 special bases and camps established 
in Pakistan in which, under the supervision of U.S. and Chinese advisers and spe 
specialists, military training is given to bands of Afghan counterrevolutionaries 
which are sent into the DRA to carry out terrorist and sabotage activities. The 
main bases and camps are located in the vicinity of the towns of Chitral, Peshawar, 
Parachinar, Kohat, Bannu, Miram-Shah (North-Western Frontier Province), Quetta, 
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Pishin, and Nushki (Baluchistan Province). All these facilities can accommodate 
the simultaneous training of approximately 5,000 cutthroats, The United States, 
however, wants to step up to an even higher level hostile actions against Afghan- 
istan from Pakistani territory and intends to employ ClA-recruited U.S. and British 
mercenaries for participation in bandit raids together with Afghan basmaks. 

Indian newspapers report that the first groups of these mercenaries have already 
arrived in Pakistan.

Islamabad has not only permitted the United States and China to establish bases and 
centers for organizing interventionist detachments on Pakistani soil, but is also 
actively recruiting Pakistani officers as instructors to train the Afghan rabble. 
Interrogation of prisoners and captured documents, as is noted in the foreign 
press, attest to the fact that training of these bandits is being organized and 
directed by a so-called "joint military headquarters," in which an important role 
is played by Pakistani specialists. In addition, some bands of counterrevolution- 
ames are training directly with Pakistan military units stationed in areas adjacent 
to Afghanistan. 


The military administration of General Zia-ul-Haq, while having banned activities by 
political parties, at the same time has given complete freedom to various Afghan 
counterrevolutionary organizations. According to information in the foreign 

press, they have established headquarters in major cities -- Lahore, Peshawar, and 
Quetta. Afghani counterrevolutionaries are publishing and distributing in Pakistan 
a newspaper entitled DEATH FOR THE FAITH. 


Doing the bidding of the United States and China, Pakistan's leaders are avoiding 

a political solution to relations with the DRA and are becoming increasingly drawn 
into extensive anti-Afghan actions. As the newspaper MUSLIM stated, the decision 
by the new U.S. administration openly to continue giving military assistance to 

the Afghani bandits will require that Pakistan become an even more active inter- 
mediary in supplying them weapons. 


One of the ways in which Pakistan is being drawn into aggressive Sino-American plans 
is efforts by both countries, chiefly the United States, to transform Pakistan into 
a transit point for U.S. interventionist “rapid deployment forces," which would be 
deployed to the Persian Gulf region from Pentagon military bases located on the 
island of Diego Garcia or in the Philippines. The Americans, according to reports 
in the foreign press, are seeking use primarily of air and naval bases in Karachi, 
the port of Gwadar, and an air base in Peshawar. The Americans also propose stock- 
piling arms and combat equipment at these facilities. 


Pakistan's special role in U.S. strategy in the Persian Gulf region is also 
determined by the fact that it has a large army.* Certain circles in Washington, 
as is indicated by the foreign press, harbor plans to employ Pakistani troops in 
military actions in the Persian Gulf region (primarily those troops which are 
already stationed in Saudi Arabia). From 10 to 15 thousand Pakistani military 
personnel are presentiy stationed in the Arab countries of this region, acting as 
advisers and specialists, as well as entire subunits and units.

The United States and China, as well as Saudi Arabia seek to draw Pakistan into a 
“regional security system" in the Persian Gulf region to combat national liberation 
movemems and ensure the stability of monarchic regimes. They intend to draw all 

of the region's Arab countries into a Proposed military-political alliance. 


Transforming Pakistan into a bridgehead for their aggressive actions in Southwest 
Asia, the United States and China also intend to use this country as a lever with 
which to apply pressure on India. The Zia-ul-Haq military regime, feeling the 
barking of Washington and Beijing, is Proceeding to aggravate relations with India 
and is stepping up subversive activities against it. Saboteurs are trained with 
the assistance of Chinese advisers at Special bases in the Pakistan-controlled part 
of Kashmir and are subsequently sent into India. Recently the Pakistanis have suc- 
ceeded in provoking serious disturbances in the Indian state of Jammu and Kashmir, 


as well as in provoking religious clashes in a number of cities in the state of 
Uttar Pradesh. 


Such joint Pakistani-Chinese projects as construction of a network 
northeastern parts of Pakistan, construction of 
as well as stationing of Chinese military units 
aim at exerting pressure on India.

Seeking to expand military-political ties with Pakistan and to bind it more firmly 
to its policy, the U.S. Government is increasing military and economic assistance 

to the Zia-ul-Haq regime, part of which goes to the Afghan counterrevolutionaries. 
In June 1981 an agreement was reached between Washington and Islamabad, covering a 
five-year program of U.S. aid to Pakistan in an amount of 3.2 billion dollars, a 

large part of which will be utilized for militarist purposes. The Indian newspaper 
PATRIOT reported that Washington, extending credit to Pakistan for the Purchase of 
arms, is seeking to sign a long-term military agreement with Pakistan, which would 
specify not only large-scale deliveries of arms but also the sending of U.s. mili- 


tary advisers and specialists to that country to assist in reorganizing its armed 
forces as well as to establish new bases on Pakistani soil. 


- Tinited States has also succeeded in expanding economic aid to Pakistan through 

cnational organizations. As reported by the journal FAR EASTERN ECONOMIC REVIEW, 
“Islamabad is presently receiving a massive infusion of funds from abroad, accom- 
panied by rescheduling of repayment of past loans." Indeed, the International 
Monetary Fund, under pressure from Washington, approved a loan of 1.2 billion 
dollars to Pakistan, to be received over » period of 3 years. 


China, which is presently Pakistan's princi 
ment, is giving Pakistan considerable military assistance (totaling 2 billion 

dollars over the last 10 years). Genera) Zia-ul-Haq has time and again called co- 
operation with Beijing the "cornerstone" of Pakistan's foreign policy. The PRC is 


continuing to deliver tanks, artillery, fighter-bombers, torpedo boats and patrol 
craft, etc.

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beijing is helping Pakistan build a facility for the repair and overhaul] of Chinese 
weapons and military equipment as weil as in the construction of various military 
installations and highways. In 1979, for example, construction was completed on 
the 820 km Karakoram Highway which links Pakistan with China's Xinjiang-Uighur 
autonomous region; other roads are presently under construction, in particular the 
approximately 200 kilometer Gilgit-Skardu highway. In the estimate of foreign 
experts, this will substantially expand the capabilities of the road network in the 
Pakistan-controlled portion of Kashmir to transport Pakistani and Chinese troops to 
Indian territory. 


It is reported in the Indian press that Beijing is presently helping Pakistan build 
an air base in Gilgit and a new naval base in an area west of Karachi. In the 
Karakoram Mountains the Pakistani and Chinese intelligence services, jointly with 
the CIA and British "experts," intend to set up electronic equipment to collect in- 
telligence on the Soviet Union, Afghanistan, and India. 


Strengthening of military-political ties between Pakistan and China is also indicated 
by the fact that Chinese military units are already stationed on Pakistani soil. 
According to a report in the Indian newspaper NATIONAL HERALD, for example, ap- 
proximately 3 Chinese infantry regiments are stationed in the vicinity of the town 

of Gilgit. 


Under pressure from the United States and China, which are seeking to involve 
Pakistan in carrying out their aggressive plans in Southwest Asia, Islamabad is 
implementing a policy of militarization. Concealing its true purposes behind state- 
ments alleging a threat to Pakistan, the regime of General Zia-ul-Haq, in spite of 
Pakistan's difficult economic straits, is increasing year by year appropriations for 
military purposes. In the 1979/80 fiscal year, for example, they were increased by 
20 percent over the preceding year, while in the 1980/81 fiscal year they increased 
an additional 12 percent, totaling approximately 1.41 billion dollars. 


Primary attention in the military plans of Pakistan's leaders is devoted to further 
strengthening the armed forces, improving the troop control system, providing 

troops with improved weapons and combat equipment, and increasing the combat readi- 
ness of combined units and units. Im the last four years (1976-1980), according 

to the figures of the London Institute for Strategic Studies, two additional in- 
fantry divisions, four independent infantry and two independent armored brigades, 
and several independent artillery units have been formed in the ground forces. Con- 
bined units have taken delivery on substantial quantities of modern weapons and con- 
bat equipment. 


In the Air Force the number of combat aircraft has increased by 40 planes during 
the same period. Air-force units and subunits are equipped with Chinese-built F-6 
fighters and French Mirage-3 fighters. Aircraft combat capabilities have been in- 
creased, especially for close combat, by arming them with air-to-air missiles: U.S. 
Sidewinders and French Matra R550s. In 1981 Pakistan's Air Force is scheduled to 
receive Chinese F-9 fighter-bombers and more than 30 French Mirage-3 aircraft. 


Certain changes have also taken place in the Navy. The fleet of warships and patrol 
craft has increased by 15 units. Three submarines have been obtained from France, 
torpedo boats and patrol craft from China. 
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Currently the principal item on the agenda is new purchases in the West of a sub- 
stantial quantity of modern weapons and combat equipment. The United States (in 
conformity with the agreement which has been reached) will in 1982 commence delivery 
of F-16 fighter-bombers, C-130 military transport aircraft, M60 tanks, Huey Cobra 
helicopter gunships, surface-to-air and antitank missiles; Great Britain is expected 
to provide surface-to-air missile systems, communications gear, night vision 
devices, tank spare parts, and France -- Mirage aircraft. 


Intensifying militarization of Pakistan and increasing its military strength for 
aggressive purposes, the Pakistani Government has decided to establish a so-called 
“people's army,” which will be closely linked to the regular armed forces. Toward 
this end, according to reports in the foreign press, a plan has been drawn up for 
providing mass military training to the civilian population. It is planned to form 
the “people's army” on the model of China's home guard. The Beijing leaders have 


pledged to send a large team of military advisers and specialists to Pakistan to 
assist in its formation. 


in their militarist plans the Pakistani leaders devote attention to expanding the 
capabilities of military industry, which presently supplies the needs of the armed 
forces primarily in mortars, small arms, and some types of ammunition. In partic- 
ular, plans call for producing new kinds of weapons and expanding facilities for 
the maintenance and overhaul of foreign combat equipment. Work is presently in 
progress on renovating certain enterprises which produce machineguns, carbines, 
automatic rifles, landmines, certain types of explosives, and various gear and 
equipment. Work is nearing completion of a plant for the maintenance and overhaul 
of Chinese T-59 tanks. Plans call for modernizing aviation enterprises in Kamra, 
at which French Mirage and Chinese F-6 aircraft are repaired and overhauled. 


Considerable attention is also being focused on improving the general operational 
support structure, in particular renovation of existing and construciion of new 
air bases, and construction of new roads. 


The Zia-ul-Haq military regime is intensively pushing a nuclear research progran, 
which is being conducted within the framework of the country's overall policy of 
militarization.* As is reported in the foreign press, Pakistan is already capable 
of producing its own nuclear fuel. Two plants with an overall capability to 
produce 25 kilograms of enriched uranium per year have been built for this purpose 
in Chashma (22 km southwest of Mianwali) and in Kahota (40 km southeast of Islamabad). 
Pakistan is working on designing a nuclear detonating device. According to the 


estimates of foreign experts, Pakistan presently possesses the equipment and tech- 
nology to build an atomic bomb and is continuing research in this area. 


U.S. and Chinese activities aimed at turning Pakistan into a bridgehead for carry- 
ing out an aggressive policy are heightening international tension not only on the 
Southern Asian subcontinent but throughout the world as well. As is stressed by 

the Indian newspaper PATRIOT, “Pakistan has become a component part of the strategic 
Sino-American alliance directed against Afghanistan, the USSR, and India."

"EXPLOSIVE KORANS TRIGGER MASS ARRESTS

[Text] Islamabad, 1 Mar (AFP)--Pakistani prisons are filled with alleged opponents 
of the military regime following discovery of an assassination plot using explosive- 
packed versions of the:Islamic holy book, the Koran, official sources here said to- 
day. 


Between 2,000 and 3,000 people--from common criminals to “subversive elements”-——have 
been arrested since Thursday in the eastern provinces of Punjab and Sind following 
the discovery last week of the booby-trapped Korans, the sources said. 


The pages of the books had been removed and the hollowed Korans filled with a heavy 
explosive charge in an action widely attributed to the Kabul-based anti-government 
group Al-Zulfikar. 


The issue has ignited the fury of Pakistan's Moslem, who have called for drastic 
punishment of those found guilty of desecrating the holy book. 


According to press reports, police at Lahore, the capital of Punjab, have run out 
of room in their prisons due to the mass arrests. 


Special military courts in Karachi yesterday began the sentencing process, handing 
down four prison terms ranging from nine months to a year. One of the Islamic law 
sentences includes 10 lashes of the whip. 


The affair, given the climate of public approval for the arrests, has allowed the 
regime of Pakistan's president, Gen Mohammed Ziaul Haq, to neutralize its opponents, 
who have been preparing nationwide demonstrations, according to informed Pakistani 
sources. 


In an effort to dissipate speculation that political maneuvering could be involved, 
the secretary of state for information said yesterday that elements of the investi- 
gation concerning the foiled “plot" would be made public, the Urdu-language daily 
JANG reported. 
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Pakistanis upset by the booby-trapped Koran affair include many from banned poli- 
tical parties who might have joined in movements calling for a returm to democracy 
in the South Asian country, observers said. 


Last spring, the hijacking to Kabul of a Pakistan International Airlines Boeing by 
Al-Zulfikar largely defused an initial thrust of opposition to the regime, with 
public opinion focused more on the “terrorist methods” of Al-Zulfikar than on the 
thousands of arrests which followed the incident. 


As calm returned, the military regime released almost all the detained opponents 
during the summer and abolished press censorship in January. 


The regime has also tolerated recent statements to the press from the heads of 
"“fomer" political parties, which have regrouped into a “movement for the restora- 
tion of democracy.” 


But the Korean affair and the current “dragnet™ seem to have reimposed silence on 
opposition politicans.

OPEC LOAN FOR EXPLORATION--Abu Dhabi, Feb 22--Pakistan has been granted a loan 
of 25 million dollars from the OPEC special fund to assist in the oil explora- 
tion programme, Pakistan's Minister for Petroleum and Natural Resources Maj 

Gen (Retd) Rao Farman Ali said here. According to the KHALEEJ TIMES, the Min- 
ister who was here on an official visit last said, “we have launched an inten- 
sive exploration programme since last year, even though drilling each well needs 
an investment of between ten to 15 million dollars.” He said his government pro- 
posed to develop oil exploration in three ways (1) joint ventures with Western 
oil cartels (ii) new set of cooperation with the Arab states and (iii) doing it 
themselves with the help of contractors. The Minister said oil recently found 
at Khaskheli in Sind by the Union Texas Company, and at Tut in Punjab by the

REFUGEE ADMINISTRATORS SUSPENDED--D.I. Khan, Feb 22--The Commissioner, Afghan 
Refugees Mr Abdullah Khan, has suspended all the staff including Village Admin- 
istrators, Afghan refugees, Girsar and Kokar camps, on the allegations of corrup- 
tion and irregularities committed by them and has ordered an enquiry into their 
affairs. The local representative of Afghan refugees has also been arrested for 
Committing fraud. When contacted by PPI in NWFP Commissioner for Afghan refugees 
Mr Abdullah confirmed the suspension. According to details, about 2000 Afghan 
refugees were entitled to receive their food for which they were issued identity 
cards. But only few of them were provided with their due aid and the others were 
allegedly been asked for paying gratification which subsequently raised dispute 
and the Village Administrator and his staff was beaten bythe Afghan refugees. 

The Afghan Refugees Commissioner took stern action against the staff involved 

in such gross corruption. Earlier, some officers and staff of the organisation 
were removed from their services on charges of accepting illegal gratification 
and committing irregularities but the situation did not change and thus this

BARREN ACREAGE--Rawalpindi, Feb 15--About 10 million acres land is lying bare 
and barren in Punjab Barani Tract. The land can be developed, if we develop the 
water resources of the area with scientific planning. This was disclosed by the 
Director General Agency for Barani Area Development (ABAD) Brig. (Retd) Mazaffar 
Ali Khan Zahid while briefing to the Governor's Inspection Team today at ABAD's 
headquarters. Director General told that so far 16 small dams, 40 mini dams, 

40 ponds have been completed, and 3280 tubewells and 677 lift pumps have been 
installed. All these water resources irrigate about 82,000 acres in Punjab 
Barani Tract, more over 3-1/2 lacs people and one lakhcattle heads are benefiting 
from these water resources.

[Text] Colombo, 1 Mar (AFP)--Security forces yesterday shot dead a suspected group 
leader of a militant Tamil secessionist movement during a raid on a command centre 
of the banned Liberation Tigers organisation, it was reported here today. 


The dead man, 24-year-old Krishna Kunar, was wanted in connection with the gunning 
down of a soldier last month in the northern Jaffna District. 


He was armed with a revolver which is believed to have been used in the killing of 
two soldiers the SUN newspaper reported. 


The joint army and police raid also resulted in the recovery of arms, ammunition, 
electronic detonators and maps used by the armed forces. 


The security forces are reported to have come under fire when they raided the hide- 
out situated close to the Vavuniya airport runway in the north of the country. 


Earlier a navy patrol arrested four persons believed to be from the same organi- 
sation, when they were allegedly returning illegally from south India. 


Quoting intelligence sources, the SUN newspaper said that a “hit team” headed by 
the leader of the Liberation Tigers was believed to have been dropped in south India 
to kill the leader of a rival secessionist group suspected of operating from bases 
in Salem in southern India. 


Rivlary between the two groups has led to several arrests of suspected militants 
following clashes among them and information leaked to the secruity forces. 


After the shoot-out yesterday police arrested four more suspects at the Jaffna 
railway station as they were about to board a train for Colombo. 


Some of the minority Tamils in the north and east are seeking to set up 4 separate 
state because of alleged discrimination by the Sinhala majority. 


In recent years the secessionist movement has acquired a militancy which has led 
to the killing of over 20 policemen and 4 soldiers in a spate of bank robberies, 
hold-ups and arms thefts.

RUPEE DEPRECIATES, FOREIGN LOANS INCREASE 
Colombo THE ISLAND in English 18 Jan 82 p 1 


[Excerpt] The continued depreciation of the rupee, increase in foreign borrow- 
ings, treasury bills and money supply were some of the major developments in 
the economy during the first ten months of the year, according to the latest 
monthly bulletin of the Central Bank. 


A slight improvement in the gross external assets and a 10 per cent decline in 
the trade deficit were also recorded. 


The depreciation of the rupee continued during the month of November and the 
cumulative depreciation since the rupee was floated in 1977 is 22.6 per cent 
against the US dollar, 27.5 per cent against the sterling, 31.7 per cent against 
the Japanese yen, 23.5 per cent against the Deutsche Mark and 22.5 per cent 
against the SDR. 


The SDR value according to the exchange rates was Rs 22.98 per SDR in October 
1980 and Rs 24.36 in October 1981. 


Another major feature of the financial situation was the decreased domestic 
borrowings by the Sri Lanka Government. The budget deficit of Rs 21,160 mil- 
lion was expected to be filled by Rs 14,.50 million foreign resources and Rs 6970 
million domestic borrowings. However, the total domestic borrowings from January 
to October 1981 amounted to Rs 2419 million. The major source of decline was the 
contribution of the National Savings Bank. 


Gross public debt of the government at the end of October 1981, was Rs 62,497 
million. Domestic debt decreased by Rs 367 million during October and foreign 
debt increased by Rs 1636 million. 


Total outstanding external debt of the government was Rs 29,043. 

The outstanding treasury bills at the end of October was Rs 12,000 million. 
During the vear 1981, up to November, the authorised limit of treasury bilis 
was revised twice. In July 1981, from Rs 10,000 to Rs 13,000 and to Rs 18,000 


in November. 


The money supply which showed a declining trend immediately after the credit 
squeeze in April, recorded an upward trend once again from June.

Se es this, my Shan friend cheerfully admitted that the weapons seized 
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if rder t liberate their country. They trusted some important Thais and, 
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therefore, they had carelessly stored these weapons in Thailand. 
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Old Ban Hin Taek, or the Hin Taek that was established first, was the home 
of Shan, Ikaw and Musshu tribesmen for several generations. But because 

the Ikaw and Mussuh have tribal characteristics that are different from 
those of the Shans, that is, they did not like to live in one place, they 
frequently moved about in order to make a living, or as is said, they liked 
to engage in shifting cultivation. For this reason, for a long time, the 
village of old Ban Hin Taek has been populated by Shans for the most part. 
Shans and Haw Chinese have migrated here and lived together here. At present, 
there are only about 100 houses here. 


In 1963, or almost 20 years ago, about 3,000 Shens from Burma migrated to 
Thailand but they did not join the Shans living in cld Ban Hin Taek. They 
cleared the jungle, which was mostly bamboo groves, in the area that is 

now new Ban Hin Taek and established a new village. The leader of this group 
of Shars was Khun Sa, or Chang Si Fu, the person whom the Thai government 

is now offering a 500,000 baht reward for. 


As for the Shans led by Khun Sa who migrated into Thailand and established 
new Ban Hin Taek, they came from various places in Burma such as Mong Saen 
Wi and Mong Yai in the Shan states, which are states that the Shans once 
controlled. There were also people from Chieng Tun and other places in Burma 
who migrated here too. 


When I asked the villagers at new Ban Hin Taek why they had migrated here 
from Burma, they said that they had been unjustly oppressed and persecuted 
by Burmese government officials and that they knew that there were Shans 
living at old Ban Hin Taek. they thus choose to come here and requested 

to come under royal protection. 


But at the same time, it appears that some young Shans who were very patriotic 
returned to Burma and tried to persuade lfother] Shans to rebel and rise 

up against the Burmese government in order to call for independence or self 
rule for the Siians in the Shan states in accord with the treaty once made 

by England in granting independence to Burma. That is, [it was agreed that] 

at the stipulated time, if any minority group in Burma wanted self-rule 

Or indpenendence, Burma hed to grant this. But Burma did not act in accord 

with the agreement. This is cne reason that several minority groups in Burma 
rose up against the government and called for self-rule. The Burmese government 
has carried on massive suppressive drives. But it will probably not be successful N 
in completely pacifying the Karens, Mons, Free Mussuh and Shans because 

these minority groups know the terrain very well and are experts in guerrilla 
warfare. Also, at critical times, they can flee and hide near the border 

in neighboring countries such as Thailand and Laos. And because the terrain, 
which is composed of jungle and mountains, aids them, the wars of liberation 
being waged by the various tribal groups in Burma will continue unabated. 


However, before showing readers what the situation is like at new Ban Hin 
Taek, I would first like to provide readers with some information concerning 
the background of the leader of the Shans who migrated here and established 
new Ban Hin Taek so that the various problems can be discussed in a more 
comprehensive manner. 











Based on the history of Khun Sa as found in various documents, it appears 
that this man has several names -- Khun Sa, Chang Si Fu and Chang Trakun. 
He was born in 1932 at Doi Moh in Mong Tang Yan, Shan Nua State, Burma. 

His father was a prince and so the Shan liberation group calls him “lord.” 
During the period when England ruled Burma, the various princes of Burma 
were dissatisfied and wanted the power of self-rule and so when England 
withdrew from Burma and the central Burmese government refused to grant 
independence to the various states in accord with the Pang Long Agreement, 
the princes in the Shan states began waging fierce resistance movements 
against the Burmese government. At that time Khun Sa was a teenager. He 
thought about gathering together the Shan forces and some of the former 
Chinese KMT soldiers whom he had once joined in the struggle against Burma. 
They were formed into a force in 1962. The central burmese government saw 
that Khun Sa had forces and so it made him the leader of a group of Burmese 
volunteers (whose task was] to suppress the various princes. It was from 
that time that his name became well known. 


After that, when the Burmese government changed the administrative system 

to a socialist system in 1962-1963, Khun Sa showed his dissatisfaction by 
taking the forces under his command to stay with Yang Choen Soeng, the prince 
of Kokang State, which at that time grew more poppy than anywhere else in 
Burma. The princes in the various states rebelled against the Burmese government 
and greatly increased the level of violence. Khun Sa thought about liberating, 
or calling for independence for, the Shan states. It is understood that 

if this had succeeded, Khun Sa would have held powér in governing those states. 
Also, he knew General Li Wen Fan, the commander of the 3rd KMT Army. 


General Li persuaded Khun Sa to cooperate in opposing the Burmese government 
because, at that time, the Burmese government was trying to suppress the 

KMT forces or force them out of Burma. Concerning this, General Li claimed 
that he would ask the Taiwan government to support Khun Sa in his national 


liberation efforts. Thus, Khun Sa agreed to take his forces and the approximately 


3,000 Shans into the Tham Ngop area in Pong Khan Commune, Fang District, 
Chiang Mai Province. But they did not stay together very long. General Li 
tried to gain control over the forces of Khun Sa, which Khun Sa was not 
willing to let him do. He thus split away from General Li, or the jrd KMT 
Army, taking his forces and establishing new Ban Hin Taek as mentioned above. 
He named his forces the “Muk Chum Doi Moh" and, in English, the Shan United 


Army, or SUA.

[Excerpts] In establishing forces to win independence for the Shans, it 

was natural that Khun Sa had various expenses. And for earning a large income 
easily, nothing was better than producing and selling opium and hiring out 

to transport it in caravans. The Chinese nationalist soldiers had been earning 
their living this way ever since the Taiwan government stopped providing 

money to support them. The KMT forces looked for means of support and gradually 
expanded their forces by trafficking in narcotics and escorting opium caravans. 
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They also set up tax, or transit fee, collection points. Even today they 
are still doing this in Chiang Dao District and it is intimated that some 
Thai officials are involved in this too. This matter is, therefore, kept 
rather quiet. 





When Khun Sa began trafficking in opium in order to obtain money to expand 
his forces, it was certain that he would have a conflict with the KMT forces, 
who were already engaged in narcotics trafficking, and, in the end, there 
was a clash between the forces of Khun Sa and the KMT soldiers of the 93rd 
Division. 


It can be said that this battle between the KMT forces and Khun Sa‘s forces, 
two illegal groups, was the most violent battle in the history of international 
narcotics trafficking since each side mobilized all the armed forces at 

its disposal to savagely crush the other. 


Prior to this major clash between the KMT forces and Khun Sa‘s forces at 

the end of 1967, Khun Sa transported a large quantity of opium to Ban Hin 
Taek in Thailand without paying the transit tax to the KMT soldiers. The 
KMT forces thus sent troops to surround the position of Khun Sa at Ban Hin 
Taek. But before a clash could break out, Thai officials came and restrained 
them. Because of this, the KMT forces hated Khun Sa and constantly waited 
for a chance to take revenge. 


Later on, Khun Sa entrusted his forces with the task of escorting a shipment 
of opium from Doi Chi in Mong Tang Yan in Burma to buyers in Laos. The total 
quantity of opium being shipped was 10,000 choi or approximately 162,000 
kilograms. Of this, 3,000 choi belonged to Khun Sa and 7,000 choi belonged 
to other merchants. 


Before th shipment of opium that was being escorted by Khun Sa‘s forces 
reached M~  Chieng Tung, there was a minor clash with Burmese soldiers 

at Mong Soya. But they were able to pass because Khun Sa‘s forces were stronger. 
But it would have been difficult for such a large shipment of opium to slip 
past the KMT forces, who had engaged in this business themselves. When they 
learned which route Khun Sa‘s opium shipment was taking, KMT soldiers of 

the 3rd and Sth armies joined together and made plans to intercept them 

and seize this opium in order to take revenge on Khun Sa. 


The forces of the 3rd and Sth KMT armies used in the battle to seize the 

opium from Khun Sa that time totalled approximately 650 men equipped with 
machine guns and grenades. At the same time, the forces of Khun Sa numbered 
approximately 500 men. As for the KMT forces, in addition to those who were 
directly engaged in seizing the opium, it appears that a reserve force had 

also been readied in case of trouble. Stated simply, they intended to completely 
annihilate Khun Sa‘s forces that were escorting the opiun. 


However, by chance, there was one KMT officer in the 3rd Army who owned 
some Opium and who had paid Khun Sa‘s forces to escort it to Laos that time. 
He informed Khun Sa‘s forces [of the impending attack] and so the opium 
caravan changed course, skirting Mong Lung and Mong Hai where the KMT forces 
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were waiting in ambush to seize the opium. Instead they cut straight across 
the Chieng Tung-Tha Khi Lek road in the Mong Len area and marched straight 
to Ban Nam Khum in order to prepare to cross the Mekong River into Laos. 


When the KMT forces learned that the opium caravan escorted by forces of 
Khun Sa had altered its course, they did not give up and quickly sent forces 
to follow it. But most of the opium had already been transported across 

the Mekong River into Laos; only a small amount remained. Stung by the fact 
that their plan had failed, the KMT forces pursured Khun Sa‘s forces across 
the Mekong River and crossed into Laos also. In the end, they caught up 
with the opium caravan, which had stopped and was waiting in the Ban Kwan 
area. A great battle ensured. The reserve KMT forces followed and waited 

to block Khun Sa‘s forces from returning to Burma. At last, Laos intervened 
to restrain them and compelled the forces of both sides to leave Laos. To 
do this they even had to send T28 aircraft to drop bombs and rake them with ° 
machine gun fire. Along with this, Laos fired artillery rounds into the 
area of battle. The fighting between the KMT forces and Khun Sa‘s forces 
thus stoopped. Lao soldiers came and seized the opium and returned to Ban 
Huai Sai. 


During the fighting between the KMT forces and the forces of Khun Sa that 
were escorting the opium, mortar rounds fell inside Thai territory, wounding 
two Thai border patrol policemen and two other citizens. As for their losses, 
both sides lost a similar number of men. That is, 70 KMT soldiers were killed, 
80 were wounded and 50 were missing in action. As for Khun Sa‘s forces that 
were escorting the opium, 80 were killed. Also, 70 porters and merchants 

were killed, 70 were wounded and 20 were missing. However, after this major 
clash between the forces of Khun Sa and the KMT soldiers, Khun Sa‘s fame 
increased greatly. Even the Burmese government became interested because, 
prior to that, Burma had feared that Khun Sa‘s forces would cooperate with 
the KMT forces to cause disturbances or carry on narcotics trafficking together- 
But this clash showed that it would be difficult for them to cooperate with 
each other in the future. 





By chance, at the same time, the communists in Burma started a movement 

and sent forces to make strong attacks on government forces. They established 

an army corps with a base of operations in the mountains, where it was 41 fficult 
to suppress them. When it became evident that Khun Sa‘s forces had been 

able to fight the KMT forces without making any mistakes, Burma became interested 
and invited Khun Sa to discuss things and join in suppressing the Burmese 
communists. Because Khun Sa felt himself to be of noble rank as the son 

of a prince, he disliked all communists, regardless of their nationality. 

Thus, when he received an invitation from the Mong Tongyi military commander, 

he agreed because he foresaw that cooperating with the Burmese military 

would be of greater benefit to him than opposing the Burmese government. 

This was because he would have special rights in obtaining weapons freely 

for himself and that he would also be able to engage in trading.

[Text] [No country was] as suitable as Thailand [for discussing the matter 

of the release of the Russian doctors] because, at least, the families of 

Khun Sa‘s forces, or SUA, were living in Thailand at Ban Hin Taek. The government 
in that period entrusted the chief of staff of Supreme Command Headquarters, 

Air Chief Marshal Thawee Chunlasap, with the responsibility for carrying 

this out. Air Chief Marshal Thawee in turn entrusted General Kriangsak Chamanan, 
his assistant, with the task of handling negotiations with tle SUA, specifically 
Khun Saeng, Khun Sa‘s uncle. The Burmese government agreed that if Khun 

Sa‘s forces released the two Russian doctors safely, Burma would free Khun 

Sa. 


In the end, the SUA released the two Russian doctors and Burma released 

Khun Sa. On his return as head of the Shan armed forces, Khun Sa changed 

his mind about calling for independence and decided to fight the Burmese 
government again. He felt that fighting for victory over the Burmese government 
directly could be of great value, as well as involving great risks. Thus, 

he improved his forces by training them to become skilled in guerrilla fighting 
and used these guerrilla units as his main units. 


New Ban Hin Taek, a place that is in the news frequently now, is located 

along the banks of the Kham River in Mae Chan District, Chiang Rai Province. 
Rows of houses belonging to the people stretch for approximately 1.5 kilometers. 
Based on the latest population survey for Ban Hin Taek, which was taken 

in July 1980, there are 273 families and 1,412 people living there. Of these, 
478 are adult males, 404 are adult females, 269 are boys énd 261 are girls. 
Most of the people here are Shans, with only a few Haw Chinese and people 

from other hill tribes. 


Ban Hin Taek can be reached in only two ways, by helocopter or by vehicle. 

As for the first method, ordinary people cannot use this method unless they 
are government officials. But the second method, that is, by vehicle, can 

be used to go visit Ban Hin Taek, except during the rainy season. The trip 
starts at Ban Pa Sang and then branches off to the left at Kilometer 860 

of the Phahoyathin Highway between Mae Chan and Mae Sai districts. The road 
here is pressed laterite. [The traveller then] passes Ban Mae Salong in 

the Hill Tribes Development and Assistance Center, Ban Yao Phadua and Ban 
Iko. You then reach Ban Hin Taek. The entire distance from Ban Pa Sang is 
approximately 37 kilometers. However, the condition of the road is poor 

in some places, that is, from Ban Iko to Ban Hin Taek, a distance of about 

13 kilometers. Passenger vehicles that make this trip must use tire chains 
and must carry tools for getting the vehicles out of holes. But during the 
rainy season, vehicles must wait for the rain to stop and wait for the laterite 
to dry and harden. Because of these road conditions and the fact that some 
portions of the road wind up the mountain, the trip, takes longer than normal, 
that is, it takes 1 hour. 

















Concerning conditions at Ban Hin Taek, based on what I saw, it must be admitted 
that things here are very different from what I have seen in other villages. 
Looking at the climate, you can immediately see a difference from other 
villages. Most of the roofs of the houses are made wf galvanized iron instead 
of elephant grass as is usual in most other villages. 


When I arrived there, I had to admit that Ban Hin Taek looked as if it 

had been developed well. And when I walked about looking at things, I saw 
that only a few of the villagers’ houses had roofs made of clay-covered 
bamboo and walls made of bamboo,that is, they were the houses of poor Shans. 
Most of the houses had roofs made of galvanized iron and walls made of clay 
and stray over a bamboo framework, which when dry, it overlaid with cement. 
If it is the home of a wealthy person, that is, of an important person in 
the village or of a merchant, it will be a steel reinforced house with an 
iron or tile roof. 


There are two schools in the Ban Hin Taek area but one of them collapsed 
recently and so it has been turned into a community center for public meetings. 
In front of the school is a stage for presenting plays and showing various 
works of art in accord with Shan customs. As for the other school that was 
still in operation then, it is a permanent structure with an iron roof. 

It was built in the shape of a “U." It is used to teach grades 1 through 4. 





Next to it is a building, shaped like a “choll,” that is used to teach kindergarten 


students. 


As for education in Ban Hin Taek, Thai, English and Chinese are taught. 

Thai is taught through Grade 4 and English is taught through lower secondary 
school. On asking, I learned that three of the 22 teachers teach Thai. One 

is a man and the other two are women. There are also three English teachers. 
The rest teach Chinese. The schedules are as follows: Thai and English are 
taught from 0700 to 0900 hours, 1030 to 1230 hours and 1300 to 1500 hours. 
Chinese is taught from 1700 to 1900 hours. The schools are open all day 
Saturday too. Public utilities in Ban Hin Taek are also well developed. 

There are water and power distribution systems . Power lines have been installed 
for the villagers and they are only waiting for the power generators to 

be installed in order to begin generating power immediately. On questioning 
the village headman, Mr Duangdi Khamowong, I learned that concerning the 
installation of electricity in Ban Hin Taek, besides the villagers, the 

armed forces of Khun Sa, or the SUA, had also provided several hundred thousand 
baht for this. Concerning even construction of the power plant and residences 
for the officials, the government approved money for construction but the 
money was insufficient because the bid of the contractor who submitted the 
lowest bid was still 30,000 baht more than the amount of money approved 

by the government. Thus the villagers have helped provide money in order 

to have electricity more quickly. 


Besides electricity, agriculture is very modern too.Perennial plants such 
as coffee and lichee and several types of upland field crops, or annual 
crops, are grown. Reservoirs have been built and this has made it possible 











to have water available year-round. Water pumps that they devised themselves 
have been installed. The pumps use water power to pump water instead of 
uSing electricity. 


While developing various things in the Ban Hin Taek area to make the village 
more modern, the villagers here did not forget to build a temple for conducting 
Buddhist ceremonies and a clinic for the sick and injured. As for the temple 
in Ban Hin Taek, it was built on a hill to the north of the village. It 

has a large sermon hall with an iron roof. It is in the Shan style and can 
hold several hundred poeple. It has a Buddha statute in the style of Phra 
Srisanphet from Wat Mahathat in Bangkok. The lap from knee to knee is 3 feet 
6 inches across. There are two Thai monks in residence there; the others 
are all Shan novices. There is a pagoda 3 meters tall behind the temple, 

a kitchen and a drum and bell tower. 


Concerning the administration of Ban Hin Taek, Mr Kham Daeng, or Mr Duangdi 
Khamowong, is the village headman. He was unanimously elected by the vilalgers 
and confirmed in this position by the Chiang Rai provincial authorities 

in accord with the law. That is, he is village headman for Village 24 in 

Mae Kham Commune, Mae Chan District, Chiang Rai Province. 


Mr Duangdi is 40 years old. The villagers know him by the name cf Mr Kham 
Daeng and some say that he was formerly a lieutenant colonel in the SUA. 
Concerning Mr Duangdi, he was born in Chiang Tung Province. His father was 
Chao chong Paeng, the district officer of Mong Luang District, Chiang Tung 
Province. He accompanied his father and settled in Thailand when he was 

3 years old. His father, Chao Chong Paeng, accompanied Chao Phrom Lu Na 
Chiang Tung into Chiang Mai Province since they were afraid of the English 
soldiers who had come and occupied the Shan states. Since he had grown up 

in Thailand, he became a Buddhist novice at Wat Uongdok. He studied the 
Tripitaka and passed the highest Naktham examination. After that, he withdrew 
form the monkhcod and went and helped his father at a sawmill in Fang District 
and was drafted for the military. But he chose a black lot and did not have 
to join. Later on, he went and visited relatives in Chiang Tung and saw 

the Burmese treating the people cruelly. He was unhappy about this and when 
he returned to Thailand, he brought this resertment toward Burma with him 
and considered establishing a Shan national liberation movement in Fang 
District. Later when people asked him to join a liberation movement outside 
Thailand, Mr Kham Daeng, or Duangdi, went and carried on operations in Chiang 
Tung Province. Following that, the leaders of the Shan national liberation 
movement had a disagreement among themselves and one leader named Chao ‘ga 
Kham split away and formed an independent group at Thung F@ Ham in Chiang 
Saen District, Chiang Rai Province. Mr Duangdi joined Chao Nga Kham. When 
Chao Nga Kham moved his headquarters from Thung Fa Ham to Ban Huai Nam Khun 
in Mae Chan District, Mr Duangdi followed. Later, Chao Nga KHam died and 

a new leader took over. Mr Duangdi was ordered to go carry on operations 


in Chiang Tung once again. 


When the communists began to carry out more violent attacks against the 
Burmese government, Mr Duangdi and his men withdrew from Mong Paet Kang 








to Mong Pu Luang in Burma. It appears that the Burmese communists sent people 
to persuade Mr Duangdi to join them but Mr Duangdi was unwilling to do this. 
He took the 80 men under his command and fled from Mong Pu Luang, ceasing 
operations against the Burmese government. He returned to his family in 

Huai Khrai Commune in Mae Sai District, Chiang Rai Province. Later he was 
persuaded by Khun Sa to help govern and look after the people in Ban Hin 
Taek, who were Shans, or the families of Khun Sa‘s forces, who had migreted 
and settled down at Ban Hin Taek. He was made village headman in February 
1981, or just last year. 


Based on my talks with Mr Duangdi, I feel that he is a refreshingly open 
person and that he is highly admired by the villagers here. He can speak 
and write both Thai and Shan. As far as I know, Mr Duangdi wes a member 
of the 98th Class to undergo training on inculcating political ideals and 
he underwent Volunteer Defense Corps training in Mae Chan District. 


Mr Duangdi talked further about the program. He said that [the goal] is 

to someday make Pan Hin Taek a tourist attraction since the Ban Hin Taek 
market is like a center where the various hill tribes come to buy, sell 

and barter goods. Hill tribesmen from 11 villages in Chiang Rai brivig their 
goods to sell here and they come to purchase various consumer goais. The 
Ikaw and Lisu tribes have very interesting customs. For example, on important 
religious days, which come about every 10 days, the tribesmen from the various 
villages will take the day off andtravel to Ban Hin Taek. Besides bringing 
their agricultural produce or other goods to sell, on these important religious 
days, the young men and women from different villages can freely express 

their love for one another based on their own preferences. In other words,

[Text] [Question] There have been news stories implying that you have been 
involved with Khun Sa. Would you give us some of your views on this? 


[Answer] Concerning the matter of Khun Sa, I have not....Let me change what 

I was going to say. The minority group policy set forth by the National 
Security Council in order to protect the interests of Thailand is that we 

do not want to alow foreign forces to enter the country. The entry of foreign 
forces is considered to be dangerous for the country. This was the policy 

of the National Security Council and we followed this policy. As for myself, 
my duties did not involve me with Khun Sa in any way. The newspapers have 
Slanderously said that I have been involved with Khun Sa in matters concerning 
Opium. I categorically deny this. If anyone plays with me, I will sue then. 
And if I had any contact with Kirn Sa as the newspapers say, I am sorry. 


Concerning this, you can go investigate things for yourself. Whatever was 
Gone cannot be kept secret. And if you do not believe that I carried on 
suppression operations, you can go ask Phao Sarasin himself what I did. 

I will tell you what I did. During the time I was supreme commander and 
prime minister, I carried on suppression operations resoluteiy and there 
was cooperation with Burma. 


All of you probably remember the incident of the helocopter that got lost 
in Burma and that necessitated negotiations during 4 major suppression operation. 


After that, news reports indicated that suppression operations declined. 

This is true. In addition, because of the many political events, we did 

not have a chance [to conduct suppression operations). At present, the government 
is free and will probably do something to show the world that we are not 

Sitting by idly. During the period I was in power, we carried on suppression 
operations all the time. 


If you want to know things, I would like to clear myself of the things printed 
by the newspapers. 








[Question] Many people misunderstand and say that when you were in power 
you did not carry on suppression operations. 


[Answer] There were suppression operations during that period. We had to 
solve the problems one by one. He did not live in the country. We drove 

him out of the country in order to solve the problem. When he left, this 
became the problem of another country, which had to solve the problem itself 
or cooperate in solving it. But if he had entered our country [again], we 
would have had to expe) him. After he was driven out, what should we have 
Gone? Should we have sent forces to carry on suppression operations in Burma? 
We had to see what would keep peace in the country. The important thing 

was not to allow him to produce opium and make heroin in our country. By 
ourselves, we could not solve this great problem.This was an international 
problem that required further action. Concerning the production areas in 
the Golden Triangle, we closed all the doors. 


Now, whoever wants to do this cannot be caught. But in these circles it 

is known who is involved and if people come and engage in activities in 

our country, we can stop them. When I was in office, I made investigations 
and carried on suppression operations. We moved the Meo out of the sountains. 
As I have stated, we obtained helocopters from the United States. Those 

that we received each year were always used for suppression operations and 
were turned over to the police. We carried out major suppression operations 
during the time I was prime minister. 


[Question] When you were in office, did Khun Sa make contact and ask to 
hold discussions? 


[Answer] My duties did not involve me with Khun Sa. My duties were concerned 
with Supreme Command Headquarters policies for demobilizing the remnant 

KMT forces in Thailand and for suppressing the transport of opium. That 

task was completed and they took up other occupations instead of transporting 
opium from Burma into Thailand. Now, Supreme Command Headquarters has provided 
jobs for them and normally they cultivate 7-8 million tea plants. They grow 
new varieties of tea and there are tea production factories so that they 
can make a living cooperatively. Besides this, they grow apples, pears, 
Strawberries, coffee and lichees and engage in other occupations. Also, 
they have been entrusted with doing afforestation work for the government. 


Some newspapers have printed stories saying that I built a house in the 
mountains there. This is not true! 


[Question] And what about the 93rd Division? 
[Answer] It was at Mae Salong [under] General Tuan. The Ird Army, the Sth 


Army under General Li and the 93rd Division all returned long ago. There 
are no |[KMT] armies now. These are just ordinary people now. 


[Question] Did they build a house for you at Mae Salong? 











[Answer] [They did this] owt of respect for what I had done in helping them 
to have occupations in accord with the policies of the Security Council, 
which ordered me to carry out tasks for 20 years. And at present they have 
occupations and can support themselves. 


[Question] At that time, did you respond to the policies of the government 
or the Security Council? 


[Answer] To both the government and the Security Counci). And now, more 

than 80 percent of the work has been completed. I wanted *o build a pavilion 
and donate it as a platform which I could use to inspect the forests they 
had planted. But out of respect, General Tuan built a guest house in memory 
of the things that I had done for them. I stayed there once when I went 

to inspect things. With good intentions and to honor me, they built a round- 
shaped cement pavilion about 1 wa [1 wa equals 2 yards] in diameter. This 
was nicer than what I had planned. Concerning that house, they built that 
for themselves and only used my name. After I left the military, I never 
Stayed there and never got involved. They samed the house Chamanan in rememberance 
of me. 


We tried to find out whether he was engaged in opium trafficking. When General 
Tuan died, he owed 1,800,000 baht which he ‘sad borrowed to take cure of 

his soldiers. This shows that, concerning <he charge that he was engaged 

in transporting opium, which is the feeling of people in general, he had 

in fact stopped as we wanted. I remember that when opium was burned during 
that period, he burned 28 tons. As far as I remember, few United Nations 
committee members or experts came to inspect this. The burning took place 

at the military base in Chiang Mai Province. I was involved with this KMT 
group that was admitted by the government but that could not go anywhere. 


As for Khun Sa, my duties did not involve me with him because we were not 
allowed to become involved with this minority group. Just because he was 
an enemy of the Burmese government and was forced out does not mean that 
he could come and use our country as a base. This was an internal affair 
that they had to settle themselves. 


Concerning solving the problems facing our country, new problems have continually 
arisen. There are the Kampuchean and Lao problems and the problems that 

affect Burma. We have not started wars on all fronts. But there [is fighting] 

in the south, in the east and in Laos. We must carefully discuss policies 

for maintaining the security of the country. As for what he [Prem] has done, 

I believe that these are correct policies. First, we do not want [| foreign] 

troops in the country. Second, concerning those who have married and formed 
families, most of whom are Thai, we have acted in a humanitarian manner 

and allowed them to stay. 


I have never been to Ban Hin Taek. You must ask someone who has been there. 
There is a squad of border patrol police stationed there. Schools and roads 
have been built. I once questioned why those people whom the Security Council) 
wanted to accept did not build roads so that it would be easier for us to 
gO manage things and promote agriculture. You should go and see the road to 
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Ban hin Taek. I have never been there but I know there is a school there 

and the school sign is a Thai sign. This is recognized as a Thai village. 
Occupations have been promoted. Supreme Command Headquarters is not involved 
with any of this. 


As for one time that I was involved with Khun Sa, when he entered the country 
in 1978, I sent BKO4 to tell him to leave and he left. Previously, he entered 
occasionally but his family was still living here and so he had to come 

see them at times. 


Another time that I was involved with him was when I was ordered by Prime 
Minister Sanya, through Air Chief Marshal Thawee, to go bring back the Russian 
doctors that Khun Sa had captured so they could be returned to Russia. I 

tried for a long time. It took me 9 months to get the first one released 

and 14 months to get the other one released. Both were returned to the Soviet 
Union safely. The Soviet Union appealed to our government and I carried 

this out. 


[Question] Later on, Khun Sa had great influence. He was engaged in heroin 
trafficking and he had many weapons. 


[Answer] I do not know anything about this. I did not have any relations 
with him. If you want information about this, you should go talk to Phao 
[Sarasin]. He can tell you how much influence Khun Sa had and what he did. 


[Question] Did you ever have an opportunity to meet Khun Sa? 


[Answer] I once met Khun Saeng, who is Khun Sa‘s uncle. But I have never 
met Khun Sa. [Khun Saeng] is still alive. I met him when I went to get the 
Russians out. 


[Question] What do you think the situation will be like now. He has threatened 
to respond 10-fold to any act against him. 


[Answer] He is boasting. Forces are not stationed there but the poeple of 
Chiang Rai are. 


{Question] What is your view about this suppression operation being a real 
attempt to suppress hix? 


[Answer] He must be suppressed. If he has forces, they must be suppressed. 
I agree. We are conducting suppression operations in our own territory. 
We once asked for cooperation but there were a few minor problems with Burma. 


[Question] There are only a few people. Why has the Burmese government had 
to reshuffle the government two or three times.? It has still not been able 
to suppress him. 











[Answer] The terrain is very difficult. Khun Sa and his group are cunning 
and it is their territory. 


[Question] There is criticism to the effect that we acted on Burma's behalf 
in this suppression operation. 


[Answer] Concerning this, I do not know how they contacted the United States 
or Burma but the suppression of narcotics is essential. 


This can be looked at in two ways. Opium can destroy the world. If they 
acted seriously, I support this. Forceful suppression oferations must be 
carried out, particularly against their forces. Regardless of who ordered 
that they be suppressed, I think this was correct. When I was in office, 
bombs were dropped on their forces too and armed helocopters were sent to 
fire on those transporting opiun. 


Concerning talking about these problems, if I talk about them myself, people 
will say that I am trying to exonerate myself. To clear me, you should go 
talk to those responsible for suppresssion operations and ask them whether 

I was connected in any way with opium trafficking or whether I really carried 
on suppression operations. Smearing others for political gain is natural. 
Nonetheless, if anyone does something like this, I will take legal action 
immediately. 


[Question] Concerning the weapons that were seized, where do you think they 
obtained them? 


[Answer] I do not know how long they have been gathering them. From what 
I saw on television, they had both old and new weapons. I saw an old machine 


gun. There were M79s and Ml6s. The rest were all old weapons. It is my understand- 


ing that they obtained these weapons in battles and that they were kept 
at Ban Hin Taek. However, this should not be ignored. [People] cannot be 
allowed to have such rifles and weapons in Thailand.

RELATIONS WITH BURMA VIEWED IN CONTEXT OF DRUGS

{[Article: “Thailand and Burma -- an Old Story That Never Ends”*] 


[Text] Air Chief Marshal Sitthi Sawetsila, the minister of foreign affairs, made 
another visit to Burma between 14-16 January after having gone there in 
1980. 


If we look at the real heart of this trip, we find a recurrent theme that 
can be likened to an old story that never ends. It seems as if no progress 
at all has been made in matters concerning relations between Thailand and 
Burma. 


These old problems that never go away are: 


1. Air Chief Marshal Sitthi Sawetsila held discussions with Mr U Chit Hlaing, 
the new Burmese minister of foreign affiars, concerning the suppression 

of narcotics, the cultivation of alternative crops in place of opium and 

the smuggling of narcotics. 


But everywhere in the northern border region where Thailand and Burma meet, 
which is known as the “Golden Triangle" because of long being known for 
the opium cultivation there, there has been a switch to heroin and it is 
flooding world markets. 


However, during the discussions this time, both Thailand and Burma agreed 
to hold more detailed discussions on cooperating with each other. General 
Prachuap Suntharangkun, the deputy prime minister, who is responsible for 
matters concerning the narcotics problem, will visit Burma sometime in the 
near future in order to hold detailed discussions with Burma. 


2. A problem that is coupled to the narcotics problem is the problem of 

the minority groups who are enemies of the Burmese government. When Burmese 
officials carry on suppression operations against them, these groups flee 

into Thailand. These minority group rebels from Burma are involved in narcotics 
smuggling also. And at present, there are reports that the Burmese Communist 
Party too is making money from trafficking in narcotics. 








About 5 years ago, it was observed that the Thzi zovernment had a policy 

of using the groups that were engaged in narcotics trafficking and that 
opposed the Burmese government as a buffer between the countries. But in 
1978, the government of General Kriangsak Chamanan changed course and really 
wanted to be friends with Burma. It announced that it would drive the armed 
rebels who opposed the Burmese government out of Thailand. 


The Prem government has continued to follow this policy and tried to form 
a close friendship with Burma. 


During the latest discussions, Air Chief Marshal Sitthi, taking the same 
standpoint as before, affirmed that Thailand would give no support to the 
various minority groups in Burma and that it would try to prevent weapons 
and ammunition from reaching these groups. And he proposed various measures 
for preventing the minority groups from controlling trade across the border. 


3. On the economic front, Air Chief Marshal Sitthi proposed several programs 

for cooperation for Burma to consider. Examples are the Salaween River program 

to build a dam to generate electricity and provide water for irrigation, 

technical exchanges in developing oil and resources, exchanges in the agricultural 
field and an expansion of air services between the two countries. 


Criticisms 


From the essence of the talks as presented in the three sections above, 

it can be seen that these are the same points that are always raised and 
discussed by Thailand and Burma at ministerial-level meetings. This makes 
us doubtful about how much progress has been made in fostering cooperation 
between Thailand and Burma since the time of General Kriangsak. 


In particular, the first and second points above benefit the Burmese government 
directly because the income earned from selling opium is the main income 

of the rebel groups and Burmese communists, income that they use to purchase 
supplies and weapons with which to fight the Burmese government. One time, 

the leader of a Burmese rebel group suggested that the United States give 

his group large sums of money directly instead of spending it on ineffective 
narcotics suppression operations and in return his group would destroy the 


poppy fields. 


As for the third point, it will be very interesting if Burma cooperates 

with Thailand on the economic front as Thailand has suggested, particularly 

in expanding airline service between the two countries. This is because 

Burma is one country in this region that is capable of attracting foreign 
tourists. And it looks as though Burma is looking for a way to promote foreign 
tourism. 


But concerning other economic fronts such as oil drilling and mining, the 
Burmese government will probably maintain its present position and act very 


107 








cautiously. But if some country is allowed to participate in these areas, 
it will “smile contentedly” because of the great sums of money to be made 
from Burmese minerals and oil. 


In particular, the Salaween dam power and irrigation project has been under 
discussion by Thai and Burmese leaders since the end of 1980 but to date 
no important progress has been made. 


4. In addition to the three matters discussed above, there is the problem 

of Kampuchea, a problem that was certainly discussed. In the document presented 
by the Ministry of Foreign Affairs, the only thing mentioned was that Air 

Chief Marshal Sitthi told Burma that Vietnam's extension of its western 

border to where it now borders Thailand is something that Thailand is concerned 
about and that it cannot accept. And this is also one reason why Thailand 

has had to involve itself in the situation in Kampuchea. 


As for Burma and the Kampuchean problem, Burma will probably remain neutral 
and not lean toward either side in accord with Burma's principle of not 
getting involved with either side. Last year, Burma was the site for political 
talks between the Thai deputy minister of foreign affairs and Vietnam. As 

for the future, whether or not Burma will again play such a role cannot 

be determined for sure. Besides this, the previous Burmese minister of foreign 
affairs is still acting as a political intermediary between Thailand and 
Vietnam and has gone to Hanoi to hold talks with foreign minister Nguyen 

Co Thach. 


Thus, concerning the trip by Air Chief Marshal Sitthi Sawetsila, even though 
only old matters [were discussed], because of the fact that Burma has a 
new cabinet due to the resignation of former President Ne Win, since we 
are neighbors, this trip to get to know each other was a correct step. 


It can be said that Air Chief Marshal Sitthi Sawetsila was the first foreign 
visitor to hold discussions with Mr VU San Yu, the new president of Burma. 


Seni Saowaphong, a foreigner observer, has expressed the view that this 
trip was a proper diplomatic move and a good innovation.

[Text] The Vietnamese occupation forces in Kampuchea are reportedly engaging in 
fierce fighting along the Kampuchean border opposite Aranyaprathet District, Prachin 
Buri Province. Many Thai people have been killed by shells which often land inside 


Thai territory. This matter cannot be treated as an accident because such acci- 
dents cost lives to the people in the border areas. 


The military has only said: We are always vigilant in defending the people in the 
border areas and in preventing them from any danger that might arise from the fight- 
ing inside Kampuchea. However, it has not revealed any plans for retaliatory mea- 
sures against the parties which have caused the deaths and damaged the property of 
the Thai people. The warring parties are obviously aware that the land on this side 
of the border belongs to an independent country which is not involved in the fight- 


ing. 


The evacuation of people from areas which are affected by the fighting in Kampuchea 
in tantamount to running away from land over which we have full sovereignty. This 
is not the right thing to do because Thailand is an independent country, and its 
territory cannot be violated at will. 


Up to this moment, we have not received even an apology from the party that fired 
shells into our territory, causing losses of lives and property of the Thai: people. 
The military's policy of restraint, which has been implemented in the hope that 
the other side will refrain from violating our sovereignty for the sake of good 
relations, only encourages them to act arrogantly and never works. 


Such incidents occur every day. The life of the Thai people in the border areas 
is worthless. Therefore, we demand that the government accept responsibility for 
the defense of the lives and property of the people and fully exercise the right 
to retaliate against any violation of Thai territory. 


Military forces are to defend national independence and sovereignty. At the same 
time, they should do their utmost to retaliate against any enemy that kills the 
Thai people. They must not act indifferently because that will encourage the enemy 
to act more aggressively.

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UN TO BE INFORMED ON BORDER CLASH

[Text] The Foreign Ministry Information Department's Director General and Foreign 
Ministry spokesman Chet Sutcharitkwm disclosed this morning that Thailand will in- 
form the United Nations of the border intrusion by some 300 Vietnamese-Heng Samrin 
soldiers who trespassed as deep as 3 kilometers into Thai territory at Pong Nam 
Ron District, Chanthaburi Province, last Wednesday and clashed with the Thai border 
patrol police who were guarding the area. 


The Foreign Ministry spokesman said Thailand wants the United Nations to issue cir- 
cular letters to all UN members to inform them about the incident. The complaint 
will be submitted co the United Nations after information and evidence on the intru- 
sion have been gathered from the local authorities. 


Chet disclosed that the five border patrol policemen missingduring the clash have 
not yet been found. He said such incidents can be attributed to the fighting in- 
side Kampuchea which resulted from the Vietnamese aggression. Thailand and the 
other ASEAN members call for a political solution to the Kampuchean problem and 
the withdrawal of foreign troops from Kampuchea so as to restore peace in this 
region.

[Somkiat Onwimon's colum: “Thailand, the Kampuchean Problem and Vulnerable Dip- 
lomacy™ ] 


[Excerpts] All the countries in the world will soon forget about the Kampuchean 
problem even if it is left unsolved as in the cases of Hungary, Czechoslovakia, 
Poland, Afghanistan and a few other countries in the past. 


If the Kampuchean problem continues to exist, the people who will be most affected, 
besides the Kampucheans, will be the Thais, not all mankind, nor even Singapore, 
Malaysia nor any other country. 


Meamvhile, trade between Vietnam, Kampuchea and Singapore is increasingly yearly. 


Malaysia thinks that Vietnam would never occupy any part of its territory. It has 
no need to worry about refugees from Vietnam and Kampuchea since their numbers 
are not so large that they will cause any difficulties. 


As for Indonesia and the Philippines, there is no reason for them to fear that 
Vietnam would send its naval forees to colonize then. 


As far as the Kampuchean problem is concerned, Thailand is the only country on the 
frontline. If the problem is left unsolved, the situation will continue to deter- 
iorate. The Vietnamese wiil accelerate the massacre of the Kampuchean people and 
democratic Kampuchean fighters every dry season. 


Although Vietnam is unable to win a quick victory, the Kampuchean birth rate will 
not catch up with the death rate. 


Within the next 5 years, there will not be enough of the 50,000-60,000 strong 
Democratic Kampuchean Army to carry UN rice aid. 


The Thai people will continue to be victims of stray shells and rockets. The Thai 
military has to work hard to prevent border incursions by Vietnamese troops day ” 
and night.

Singapore is now consulting Indonesia on a new formula to solve the Kampuchean prob- 
len. 


Malaysia has also been very helpful in international meetings. This time Malaysia 
Came up with a new idea and proposed the three anti-Vietnamese factions hold meet- 
ings in Kuala Lumpur to discuss other alternatives. 


Malaysia has threatened to derecognize Democratic Kampuchea if the latter refuses 
to join in the coalition. 


Ironically, Thailand has been playing a weird role coupled with feelings of diffi- 
dence and frustration in dealing with the Kampuchean problen. 


Thailand wants the three Kampuchean factions to form a coalition government and 
allowed them to convene nine meetings in Bangkok late last year. The Thai Govern- 
ment even provided private residences for representatives of the three factions 
and waited outside the conference room for the results of each meeting. 


When the three Kampuchean factions failed to reach any agreement after those nine 
meetings, Thailand announced with feelings of frustration and uneasiness that the 
three Kampuchean factions will not be allowed to use this cowmtry as a venue for 
their future meetings because they cannot compromise among themselves. It has also 
turned down Prince Sihanouk’s request to visit here. 


Conclusion: Bending-With-the-Wind Diplomacy? 


The frustration expressed by Thailand over Kampuchea has forced the others who 
are concerned with this issue, even to a lesser extent than us, to take further 
action on this matter. 


Singapore and Malaysia have become the leaders of diplomacy in Southeast Asia while 
Thailand merely supports their initiatives. 


Thailand is the only country in the world that has to tolerate the direct impact of 
the Kampuchean problem. Thailand is on the frontline. What happens to Kampuchea 
affects Thailand. If we do not try to solve the problem ourselves and let others do 
it for us, are we sure that they will solve the problem on the basis of our inter- 
ests? 


Previously Thailand's diplomacy was known for its effectiveness, tactfulness and 
ability to withstand all difficulties like the bamboo tree which always bends with 
a strong wind. 


Thailand's current diplomacy, nonaggressive and tactful as in the past, does not 


look like a good bamboo tree. If it is to be compared to a bamboo tree, it is 
only like a young bamboo shoot that is good for cooking.

out,” announced former student activist Sekean Prascetkwm in October 1980 
he surrendered to the authorities, after spending nearly five years battling govern-

ment forces with the Commmist Party of Thailand. 


Saksan’s prediction proved accurate. Most of the students and intellectuals 
fled to the jungles after the October 6, 1976 Thammasat massacre, have left the 
CPT. 


But the latest arrivals are quite different. 


They are the CPT's “old hands"—mesbers who had joined the party some 20 years 
ago. 


Thus many of them are also considerably high-ranking, from the provincial committee 
level down to battalion commander. 


This represents quite a set-back for the outlawed party, particularly in their 
traditional stronghold in the northeast where many of the “old hands” are giving 
themselves up. 


Of the 3,000 commmists originally estimated to be in the area, some 1,200 have 
surrendered to the government, according to the commander of the Second Army Region 
Lt-Gen Phak Minakanit. 


Unlike the students and intellectuals who left the jungles with the approval of 
the CPT, the “old hands” have simply defected without the prior knowledge or 
agreement with the party. 


Many of them have thus given the authorities such valuable information about the 
internal situation of the CPT, some leading the army to the commmists's are cache 


in the jungles. 


The party's internal conflicts that have caused the students to leave, have driven 
these defectors out of the jungles too. 
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“Comrade Thale-Sai™ or Samai Sichanto, a 19-year veteran of the party and a Hong 
Khai provincial committee member, quit late last year because of disagreement over 
policies. 


The CPT's policies are made by the elite Politbureau and the Central Committee hand 
them down to the regional committees, apparently without being adequately sensitive 
to feed-back from the provincial committees let alone the battalion commanders or 
the rank-and-file members. 


“The party never listens to the views of its members," Samai testified. In short 
the perennial problem of large organisations—sensitivity to the desires of the 
rank-and-file—-has caught up with the revolutionary party. 


The catalyst for this, as had been the case with the students, is the ideological 
differences between China and the Soviet Union. 


The differences exploded into a major conflict for the regional commmist parties 
with the Vietnamese occupationof Kampuchea. That has forced the Thai commmists 
to chose sides, with many of the “old hands", the students and intellectuals, be- 
lieving that th. CPT should remain neutral. A few even argued for the party to be 
pro-Vietnan. 


But the party's leadership sided with China and consequently lost its base and 
supplies from Laos. Vietnam also cut its supplies to the Thai rebels. 


While China was cutting its aid to the CPT as it cultivated ASEAN's friendship 
against Vietnam. [Sentence as published] This seriously hindered the party's 
operations and led to disillusionment among many of its members. 


"I didn't know why the Chinese, Vietnamese, Laotian and the Russians fight each 
other. I was quite confused. 


"The Russians got the Vietnamese to press the Laotians to force the CPT out of its 
base there. Internally the party was in a very confused state, the central, the 
regional, the provincial committees and the rank-and-file were divided,” said 
Samai still puzzled. 


There was also an element of Thai nationalism in the conflict that the largely 
Chinese CPT leadership did not seem to appreciate. Many of the "old hands” said 
that they questioned and challenged the party's tendency to faithfull follow the 
Chinese line. 


Another major factor for the defections is the government tactic of letting the 
rebels surrender without taking further actions against them, though the authori- 
ties admit that they do keep an eye on them to make sure they were not sent out 
of the jungles to engage in subversive acitivities. 


This has provided the dissatisfied CPT members with an opportunity to leave the 
jungles whereas before they had no alternatives but to continue fighting. 
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Another 16-year veteran of the CPT, Sophon Khunmi or “Comrade Sang” as he was known 
when he was a member of Sakon Nakhon provincial committee said, “The government is 
on the right track, many people in the junglés want to come out but they are wait- 


ing to see how we get along.” 


The tactic is part of the now famous army shift in policy from concentrating on 
military operations to political operations in its drive against commmist insur- 


gency. 


The new plan calls for the army to play the role of a development agent by helping 
farmers, particularly in the economically depressed areas, to build such economic 
infrastructures as roads, wells and canals. 


This is designed to win over the rural people on whose support the insurgents rely 
for information on the authorities movements and for their supplies. 


At the most ambitious level the army is called on to eliminate “influential forces” 
that suppresses the farmers, even to cooperate with other government agencies in 
land reform and other projects to raise the rural people's standard of living. 


That is indeed a tall order, but Lt-Gen Phak is claiming success on all fronts; 

“We have been very successful. In Buri Ram, where the CPT used to be very power- 
ful, we have reformed the land in 40 villages and 400 families are now living there. 
The CPT's influence has been greatly reduced." 


It still remains to be seen whether the government can achieve what it has set out 
to do. Improving the livelihood of the rural people is precisely the “break-or- 
make™ point in the government's war with the CPT. 


The changing Indochinese political circumstances have been essential in shifting 
the balance in favour of the:government, but “change” is an inevitability in politics. 


The CPT is losing an important battle, but will it lose the war?

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FIGHTING BETWEEN BURMESE REBEL FACTIONS POSSIBLE

Informed sources said WHA leader Ae Bi has refused to withdraw 
Doi Laem and Huai Lang, where he

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Last month, Ae Bi began moving troops from his stronghold 
Lang, close to the Thai-Burmese border and near Mee Ai District of this province, 


according to a police intelligence report. 


The report said the WHA leader last week withdrew most of his troops to nearby Doi 
Laem, and another smaller group to Huai Lang. This followed a reported threat by 
Khun Sa, who, according to intelligence sources, wants to maintain his influence 
and spread his men over an area stretching from Doi Laem to Kang Rak inside Burma. 


According to a SUA radio broadcast mgonitored by Thai police in Mae Ai yesterday, 
Khun Sa ordered Ae Bi to move his troops from Doi Laem and Huai Lang by the end 
of the day or he would launch au attack on the Wa rebel force. However, there 
was no report last night that the WHA had moved from the two positions. 


Police authorities believe the WHA, who have joined forces with the Commmist Party 
of Burma, want to arrest Khun Sa now that he has lost his influence over his former 
stronghold of Ban Hin Taek in Chiang Rai following last month's surprise ettack 
by government forces. 


The government has posted a 500,000-baht reward for Khum Sea's arrest. 


Meanwhile, police and defence volunteers were sent to the Doi Lang area in an at- 
tempt ot secure the situation in case fighting erupts between WHA and SUA forces. 


In December, the WHA engaged in a weeklong battle in the Golden Triangle with the 


forces of fugitive drugs kingpin, Leo Su, who has been operating heroin refineries 
under Khun Sa‘s protection. 
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The Wa rebel force destroyed three of Lac Su‘s heroin laboratories and reportedly 
seized 2,000 joi (about 4,800 kilos) of raw opium. About 20 of Lao Su‘s men and 
five Wa soldiers were reportedly killed during the fighting. 


Later, the Wa rebels were attacked in a joint offensive by forces loyal to Khun Sa, 


Lao Su, and a group of Muser tribesmen. The offensive was mounted in a bid to re- 
trieve the seized opiun. 


After the battle ended, the WHA reportedly moved back to their former stronghold 
in Muang Yon. 
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COMMUNISTS SAID TO SHIFT TO URBAN GUERRILLA WARFARE

[Text] Commmict insurgents have shifted their emphasis from rural to urban guer- 
rilla warfare and discarded their dependence on popular support, Fourth Army Com- 
mander Lt-Gen Han Linanon said Monday [15 February] night. 


Interviewed for the “Pua Phaen Din Thai” (for Thai Motherland) TN programe, Lt-Gen 
Han said the commmists were trying to discredit the government by making it look 
unable to maintain peace and order in urban areas. 


They also wanted to draw away govenment forces from their strongholds in the coun- 
tryside to safeguard towns, he said. 


He said military action alone would not defeat the insurgents, wilees it is con- 
ducted ip conjunction with a political drive. He cited past experience when govern- 
ment forces had seized countless commumist camps and killed many insurgents, yet 
the number of insurgents had not decreased. 





He said it was his view, and that of other specialists, that one of the important 
factors couatributing to the continuous supply of new recruits to commmist ranks 
was the “war condition." 


He described the war condition as “dictatorship, dark force and dark influence" 
the existence of which creates dissension and prompts dissidents to join the com 
munists. 


Ts. defeat the commmists, he said, the government must eliminate the war condition 
to restore peace and order and regain the confidence and trust of the people. 


Vegarding the alleged atrocities committed by army-trained Rangers, Lt-Gen Han ad- 

witted that it was possible that some thugs end outlaws had been recruited ‘ato the 
Ranger force because previous recruitment was done in a hurry and there had not been 
enough time to screen all the applicants. 


He said in the south, some people wanted to become Rangers simply because they 
wanted to war uniforms and carry arms to bully the villagers. 
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However, the commanding officer said the Ranger force was still needed to fight the 
insurgents and added that he was determined to deal harshly with the bad Rangers. 


On the "Tai Rom Yen" (Peaceful South) programme, Han said that in the 4 months since 
the programme was initiated, the situation in southern provinces had greatly im 


proved with more and more people travelling in the region, increased hotel occupancy 
and increased safety. 
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COMMENTS ON COMMUNIST SUPPRESSION—-According to 2d Army Region Civilian Affairs 
Officer Col Charuai Nimdit the 2d Army Region's political operations against the 
commmists have been very successful to date, as indicated by the large number of 
communist terrorist defectors and the declining number of people being misled by 
the communist terrorists to join them in the hills. These conditions are inter- 
preted as a defeat for the opposition. An evaluation of available information 
leads to the assessment that there are now only from 1,300 to 1,400 armed commmist 
terrorists in the area under responsibilty of the 2d Army Region-—the northeastern 
region. The interrogation of senior level defectors shows that a large number of 
communist terrorist defectors can be expected this year. Meanwhile, the supreme 
command information office reports that the Ruamchai III suppression campaign 
against the commmist terrorists has uncovered an arms cache nortiwest of Huai 
Pong, Soeng Sang Subdistrict, Nakhon Ratchasima Province. The cache contains var- 
ious types of weapons, ammunition and explosives.
